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Trudeau refuses Drury resignation , rules out probe 

Furious opposition may force a crisis

OTTAWA (CPI - An an- 
gered opposition appeared 
ready to bring about a parlia¬ 
mentary crisis Friday as 
Prime Minister Trudeau re¬ 
fused to accept a resignation 
submitted by Public Works 
Minister Charles Drury. 

Drury handed in his resig¬ 
nation Thursday night follow¬ 
ing a report from the Quebec 
Superior Court which de¬ 
scribed his intervention in the 
case of Andre Ouellet, con¬ 
sumer affairs minister, as 
grave and improper.

McClelland denies 
hospital budget cut 


Health Minister Robert 
McClelland and regional hos¬ 
pital board chairman Aid 
Young clashed Friday over 
whether the region's hospital 
building budget had been cut. 

McClelland insisted that the 
522.3-milllon budget had not 
been slashed to $9 million. He 
said that only 59 million had 
been approved by his depart¬ 
ment because 1 hat was the 
cost of projects already under 
way. 

"There is no way Ihe re¬ 
gional hospital district could 
spend $22 million plus this 
year, so we are saving the 


taxpayers money at. least. 
$100,000 in interest." he said. 
"It would be foolish to pay 
that interest on money they 
are not going to spend. There 
have been no cutbacks. We 
have approved what they 
have on." 

But Young scoffed at 
McClelland's inlercst-sav ing 
claim. In projects such as 
hospitals, "nobody borrows 
money until it’s been spent." 
he said. 

The region needs provincial 
approval of the $22.3-million 
budget so it can continue 
"logical planning." Young 


McGEER LAUNCHES PROBE 


Are children 
being taught? 


A four-year program to 
check the value of the present 
education system in B.C. has 
l>een started by Education 
Minister Pat McGeer. 

McGeer said Friday he was 
determined to find out how 
justified was criticism that 
schools were turning out grad¬ 
uates who could not read, 
write or spell. 

Phase one of the four-year 
long-range learning assess¬ 
ment plan this year will con¬ 
centrate on "functional skills 
1 (reading, mathematics) and 
social studies-citizenship." 

Phase two. 1977-78, will deal 
with functional skills 2 (writ¬ 
ing) and physical sciences. 

Phase three. 1978-79. goes 
back to functional skills 1 
(reading, math) and career 
and occupational develop¬ 
ment. 

Ihe final phase. 1979-80, will 
deal with functional skills 2 
twriting) and recreation and 
health education. 

"Schools are increasingly 
being criticized for failing to 
produce graduates who can 
read, write nr spell," McGeer 
said "Unfortunately we have 
no dependable data in R.(\ to 
determine whether this criti¬ 
cism is justified or not. 

"I want to know' what, the 
real facts are. and these can 
only be determined by a pro¬ 
perly-administered program 


of evaluation, designed to 
sample skills that young peo¬ 
ple need to learn, and to find 
out what proportion are in 
fact learning them." 

McGeer said once that in¬ 
formation was obtained his 
department "would have in¬ 
telligent backing Tor decisions 
that must he made to produce 
maximum results in the sys¬ 
tem. and to sustain these over 
a period of years." 

The minister said the 
assessment program is dif¬ 
ferent to the examination sys¬ 
tem phased out in 1974. 

"What it. does represent is 
an attempt, on the part of the 
government, to ensure that, 
the school system is develop¬ 
ing basic, skills in all chil¬ 
dren." 

"Many school districts are 
now involved in assessment 
programs of their own and I 
commend them for that." 
McGeer said. "I challenge 
other districts to do the 
same.” 

The first phase of Ihe new 
study, will concentrate on 
grades 4. 8 and 12 with some 
parts of Ihe program done on 
a random basis while other 
sections will he more compre¬ 
hensive. 

McGeer stressed that indi¬ 
vidual students and teachers 
would not be identified in any 
written reports forwarded to 
his department. 


said Without the commitment 
of the money, the region can t 
plan its major projects. 

"We can’t start projects 
without the hope of complet¬ 
ing them," he complained. 

The region's request was 
merely a "catch-up budget," 
Young said, and he was "flab¬ 
bergasted" by the health de¬ 
partment's action. 

"When a budget’s cut by HO 
per cent in an area where ev¬ 
eryone. including the provin¬ 
cial government, agrees we re 
so far behind. I .just, find Jt 
unbelievable," he said. 

Projects the region is work¬ 
ing on include: 

• A new 300-bed hospital 
to replace the obsolete Victo¬ 
ria General, with $2.5 million 
budgeted for the site alone. 

• A 75-bed acute care ad¬ 
dition to Saanich Peninsula 
Hospital for $3.-1 million. 

• A 150-bed extended care 
addition to Glengarry Hospi¬ 
tal for $2.6 million. 

• Renovations and equip¬ 
ment for Royal .Jubilee and 
Victoria General costing 
about $6 million. 

All the hospital projects are 
related; each project is con¬ 
tingent tin the others, Young 
explained. 

With the $9-million budget, 
the region could pay the 52 
million already committed to 
projects under way. the $5 
million budgeted for equip¬ 
ment. and then, if it paid $2 
million for the new hospital 
site, there would be nothing 
Jeft of the budget, he said. 

McClelland's decision told 
Victorians, in effect, "You’d 
belter not get sick and if 
you do, you'd better go some¬ 
where else." Young said. 

The minister called on 
Young Friday, apjf&retitly 
upset by Young’s angry reac¬ 
tion to the budget cuts. But 
Young said Friday afternoon 
he was standing firm in his 
opposition to the cuts, and 
that he had mil misinterpret¬ 
ed the effect of the cuts. 

John Clark, the region's 
hospital planner, met Friday 
morning with one of the hospi¬ 
tal planning commission’s ad¬ 
visory committees to work out 
recommendations to lake to 
the commission’s Wednesday 
meeting. 

He said the committer was 
not sure how to interpret the 
budget cut. but it hoped the 59 
million did not represent the 
health department's "total 
commitment” 1o the region. 
"Thai’s the only assumption 
we can work on," he said.

Trudeau said in the Com¬ 
mons that in view of Drury's 
long and distinguished record 
of public service, he would 
not accept the resignation. 

He also ruled out. entirely 
ihe public inquiry the opposi¬ 
tion has sought not only into 
the Drury intervention ap¬ 
parently made at the request 


of Ouellet—but those of other 
cabinet ministers. 

Drury earlier had told the 
House that he had submitted 
his resignation and said he 
had been wrong to call James 
Hugessen, associate chief jus¬ 
tice of the Quebec court, 
about the case while the 
judge was hearing it. 


PM forbids 
direct talks 
with judges 


OTTAWA (CP) In future, cabinet ministers will 
not he allowed lo rommunieate directly with judges 
concerning cases before them. Prime Minister Trudeau 
said Friday. 

The same will apply to quasi-judicial bodies consti¬ 
tuted as courts of record such as the Canadian Trans¬ 
port Commission, Trudeau Uid the Commons w4rile 
refusing requests for a public inquiry into allegations 
that three of his cabinet ministers attempted to inter¬ 
fere with the Quebec rourts. 

The prime minister said that any future com¬ 
munication with the judiciary concerning cases before 
them must lie made through the minister of justice, his 
authorized officials, or lawyers acting on his behalf. 

Trudeau admitted outside the House that the rules 
bp announced should have been in place and acted upon 
before, but they were unwritten. 


The opposition immediately 
began to call for the resigna¬ 
tion of Ouellet for allegedly 
asking Drury to intervene on 
his behalf. / 

Ouellet refused to reply to 
questions about what' he had 
said to Drury. He said he 
would not answer questions 
while his conviction for con¬ 
tempt is being appealed. 

Four hours later Trudeau, 
making a statement on the af¬ 
fair. left the Commons in 
stunned and momentary si¬ 
lence as he refused both the 
inquiry and the resignation. 

Opposition Leader Joe 
Clark said it was inexcusable 
for Trudeau to refuse to ac¬ 
cept. the resignation. It re¬ 
flected on the prime min¬ 
ister’s standards. 

He said it showed that there 
was "a double standard" — 
one for the average person 
and another for the cabinet. 

"We intend to continue to 
press with every means at 
our disposal for a full public 
inquiry," said dark. 

The opposition conceivably 
could hold up the work of Par¬ 
liament to the point where the 
government could not func¬ 
tion, forcing Trudeau to call a 
general election. 

The 36-year-old Clark. Con¬ 
servative leader for less than 
a month, was asked whether 
he was prepared to go this 
far. 

"I can’t answer at this 
stage," he replied. "1 was 

taken Tv?-surprise at both da*' 

cisions." 

He would discuss it with his 
caucus. Earlier this week, a 
Conservative MP had urged 
that Trudeau call a byelection 
in Ottawa-Carleton. a seat left 
vacant by the resignation of 
John Turner, on the issue of 
the government’s handling of 
the judges affair. 

In the Commons. Clark 
called upon New Democrat

coast.

BEIRUT (UPl) The rebel 
military commander of Beirut 
said Friday he was dismissing 
I-obanon's President Suleiman 
Franjieh from office hut the 
president. surrounded by 
loyalists at his hilltop palace, 
refused to go. 

Clashes between rival army 
units left at least 20 dead. 

The commander. Brig.-Gen. 
Aziz Ahdab announced late 
Friday night that he was dis¬ 
missing HYanjioh from office. 
He instructed parliament to 
meet and elect a new pres¬ 
ident. 


• Two nearby fishing boats 
rescued the rest of the crew 
who managed to reach ex¬ 
posed rocks. Confisco captain 
William Tragbaek was later 
taken from his sinking ship. 

Survivors were taken fo 
Namu where five crewmen 
were later flown by a CFB 
Comox helicopter to Bella 
Bella Hospital for treatment. 

Callow was pronounced 
dead on arrival at the hospi¬ 
tal 

He had spent several hours 
in the storm swept waters of 
Fitz Hugh Sound and died, ap¬ 
parently of hypothermia. 

One other man remained in 
hospital Friday, while three 
othei’s were treated and re¬ 
leased. The identity of the 
man still under treatment was 
not known. 

The five survivors were the 
captain, of the Okanagan 
area, crewmen John Kaliman, 
Ray Hoskins and Bill Kear¬ 
ney, all of the Vancouver 
area, and B. Veldhuis, of 
Campbell River. 

Meanwhile, the Canadian 
Fishing Co. Ltd., owner of Ihe 
Canfisco. said the 5250,000 
vessel and its 100-ton load of 
herring were a total loss. 

A Canadian Coast Guard 
spokesman said the Canfisco 
radioed it had hit a rock in a 
blinding snowstorm during a 
50-knot gale at 5 a m. Friday, 
and that the crew was climb¬ 
ing on to the rock. 

Because of the poor weather 
a Search and Rescue heli¬ 


copter could not lie dis¬ 
patched. but eight other fish¬ 
ing boats in the area immedi¬ 
ately began to search for the 
Canfisco. 

One of the boats, the Gail 
Bernice, spotted the Canfisco 
and proceeded to rescue the 
six, one of whom was still 
aboard the boat, one aj>- 
parently Callow - was adrift 
in the stormy seas, and four 
were on a rocky shore. 


Homer Stevens, president of 
the United Fishermen and Al¬ 
lied Workers Union, noting 
Callow’s death was the second 
of the herring season, said the 
Canfisco was the eighth ship 
to go down. 

Last season 10 ships and 14 
men were lost.

23 men rescued 
in Atlantic storm 


ST- JOHN’S. Nfld. (CP) A 
Canadian research ship res¬ 
cued the 23-man crew of the 
fisheries vessel Cape FreeJs 
on Friday from the storm- 
tossed Atlantic, 120 miles 
southeast of here. 

Some of (he men were being 
treated for minor injuries re¬ 
ceived when they abandoned 
(he Cape Freds at 2.a nt. FrU 
day after reporting lhat a fire 
had broken out in the engine 
room. 

The men spent about 15 
hours in three small open life¬ 
boats while gale-force winds 
whipiied up heavy seas. 


"There are some cracked 
ribs and some of the men are 
suffering exposure." a search 
and rescue centre spokesman 
said in Halifax. 

Temperatures were below 
freezing throughout the sur¬ 
vivor's day-long ordeal and 
wind-driven snow reduced visi¬ 
bility to half a mile at Ihe 
best of times. 

The Cape Freels and its 
crew drifted about 10 miles 
apart during the day and sci¬ 
entific research ship Hudson, 
which picked up the men. was 
headed for the^ abandoned 
ship.

CALGARY-(CP) Several 
hostages were being held in a 
northeast Calgary home Fri¬ 
day night by two heavily- 
armed suspects in a $1,600 
credit union robbery. 

An exchange of gunfire with 
police at the robhery scene 
Ipft one officer in critical con¬ 
dition and a suspect, wounded. 

A police spokesman said the 
two suspects asked for liquor, 
cigarettes and a pain-killing 
drug. 

Police said three persons, 
two men and one woman, took 
part in Utti robbery and they 
at first, believed all three 
were in Ihe house. But later 
information indicated that one 
suspect somehow eluded po¬ 
lice during a car chase to the 
house where the hostage 
drama was taking place, dm 
ing which a family was seized 
from a restaurant as hos¬ 
tages. 

Two 12-ycar-old girls play¬ 
ing on the lawn of the house 
forced inside by the suspects 
got out of a basement window 
minutes later.

1974. 

He said Ihe railway assured 
him there would he "no prob¬ 
lem" when he arranged the 
trip well in advance. It was to 
have accommodated about 108 
students over two days. 

"One of the things we 
always stressed at school was 


the use of public transit," 
Olsson said. 

He said the first group of 50- 
youngsters, along with some 
parents, got to the Victoria 
station ahead of time. 

"Naturally, there was a 
High air of anticipation among 
the students," he said. 

Then along came a busload 
or elderly American tourists. 

Olsson told ihe youngsters 
to let the older people board 
the Dayliner first 


"All through this, the agent 
was selling tickets,” he said. 

As things turned out, there 
was room for only half tlife 
children.

He also asked Canadians to 
illustrate public outrage by 
expressing themselves in wri¬ 
ting, to both Trudeau and him¬ 
self. 

NDP Leader Ed Broad bent 
aaid the prime minister’s de¬ 
cision will increase the cyni¬ 
cism of people who believe 
that there is one law for the 
rich and powerful and another 
for the rest of the people 

Broadbent said the action 
was “obviously a eovenjp" 
for Ouellet, who is awaiting 
the outcome of his appeal 
against the contempt convic¬ 
tion. Something was being 
hidden, the NDP leader said. 

Broadbent described the ac¬ 
tion as contempt of Parlia¬ 
ment and contempt of law. 
Trudeau was saying what 
standards would apply to his 
cabinet ministers in the fu¬ 
ture. But these standards 
should have prevaled all 
along. 

The comments came after 
Stanley Knowles (Winnipeg - 
North Centre) the NDP House 
leader moved "in sheer dis¬ 
gust” that the Commons ad¬ 
journ. 

Broadbent confirmed in an 
Interview Friday that he dis¬ 
cussed the possibility of joint 
action with Clark. 

The two talked briefly In a 
corridor below the Commons. 

Broadbent aaid he and 
Clark discussed what the two 
parties might be able to do to 
put more pressure on the gov¬ 
ernment. No decisions had 
been reached in the brief 
chat. x 

Trudeau, for the first time 
since the issue erupted 10 
days ago, went before the 
television cameras in a Com¬ 
mons basement studio to de¬ 
fend his position. 

He said that there had been 
no attempt by Drury to influ¬ 
ence the court. This was Hie 
opinion of Hugessen, the 
judge Drury had called. 
Drury himself had said that 
although he spoke to the 
judge about the Ouellet case, 


he had not tried to influence 
him. 

The prime minister said 
that although the judge con¬ 
sidered the approach “im¬ 
proper," there was no evi¬ 
dence of illegality in the opin¬ 
ion of justice-department law¬ 
yers. 

"How much do you want to 
punish a man who has done 
something improper but not 
illegal?" he asked. 

Drury had apologized for 
his impropriety and this was 
sufficient in Trudeau’s eyes. 

The conflict with the Que¬ 
bec Superior Court began last 
December when Mr. Justice 
Kenneth Mackay charged 
Ouellet with contempt as a 
result of remarks the minister 
had made about the Mackay 
decision acquitting three 
sugar refiners of conspiring to 
keep competitors out of east¬ 
ern Canada. 

Ouellet was tried by Hugea- 
sen in January and found 
guilty, lie appealed. 

Mackay wrote Justice Min¬ 
ister Basford Feb. 20 that 
Drury had interfered in the 
Ouellet case. He also claimed 
that Treasury Board Pres¬ 
ident Jean Chretien and 
Health Minister Marc Lalonde 
also had talked to judges 
about cases before them. 

The Mackay corre¬ 
spondence was leaked March 
3 by Bichard Holden, a West- 
mount Conservative and the 
special prosecutor in the Ouel¬ 
let case. It has been the domi¬ 
nant issue in the Commons 
since. 

At that time, Basford re¬ 
ferred the matter to Chief 
Justice Jules Descehenes of 
the Quebec court. Trudeau re¬ 
sisted opposition calls for a 
public inquiry, saying he 
would await the chief justice’s 
conclusions on whether his 
judges had been interfered 
with. 

Drury admitted (intervening 
in the OoHet case but said 


he had not tried to influence 
the judge. 

Chretien forced Mackay to 
retract an allegation that the 
minister had interfered with 
the course of justice by call¬ 
ing Mr. Justice Harry Arono- 
vitch about, a bankruptcy case 
that affected jobs in his rid¬ 
ing. Aronovitch himself said 
the call from Chretien was 
annoying but was not an at¬ 
tempt to interfere. 

Chretien apologized in the 
Commons Friday for making 
the call. He said he had ap¬ 
proached the judge not as a 
cabinet minister but as the 
representative of the unem¬ 
ployed in his constituency. 

The Deschenes report, ta¬ 
bled in the Commons by Bas¬ 
ford Friday, said the chief 
justice didn’t feel he needed 
to reopen the file on an ap¬ 
proach by Lalonde to Mackay 
in 1970 as the judge was about 
to charge the jury in the trial 
of 12 persons charglejd with 
conspiracy in the destruction 
of a computer centre at Sir 
George William* University, 
Montreal. 

Mackay, in an account en¬ 
closed in the Deschenes re¬ 
port, said that lalonde, then 
principal secretary to Tru¬ 
deau, had visited him to ask 
him to delay the jury’* deci¬ 
sion. 

The reason was that the stu¬ 
dents were from Trinidad and 
the prime minister of Trini¬ 
dad feared a "violent upris¬ 
ing" if they were found guilty. 

Mackay wrote that the visit 
"disturbed" him. Had the de¬ 
fence learned of it, a mistrial 
could have been declared. 

He had decided not to do 
anything further about it, 
however, “because Mr. I^a- 
londe’s visit was clearly in¬ 
spired by his great concern 
for Ihe nation’s interests and 
not by personal reasons.” 

The judge added that he 
was shocked when his letter 
1o Basford was made public 
(but he felt the publicity would 
l>e beneficial. 

Hugessen, in an outline also 
enclosed in the Deschenes re¬ 
port. said that Drury called 
him Jan. 14, a few days after 


the Ouellet case had gone to 
court. 

Drury had asked whether 
a formal apology would end 
the proceedings. Hie judge 
said an apology would be tak¬ 
en into account. 

But he noled that Ouellet 
had denied saying the things 
that brought about the con¬ 
tempt charge. 

Drury had also said the 
feeling was being expressed 
in Ottawa that the trial was 
“in some way a ganging-up of 
ihe English - speaking es¬ 
tablishment against promin¬ 
ently placed French-speaking 
persons." 

The judge said this point 
was ridiculous and beyond his 
competence as a judge to con- 
fider. 

"While I felt at the time 
that the call was improper 
and I believe I said so to Mr. 
Drury I did not think that he 
was attempting to influence 
my judgment," the judge 
said. “I rather had the im¬ 
pression that he was attempt¬ 
ing, if possible, to head off a 
confrontation between the ex¬ 
ecutive and judicial branches 
of government.” 

Trudeau and Basford met 
Thursday night with the three 
ministers mentioned in the 
Deschenes report and Drury 
submitted his resignation. 

His apology and resignation 
in the Commons Friday was 
followed by flattering com¬ 
ment from the opposition 
about, his “distinguished ca¬ 
reer.” Clark and Broadbent, 
said he had taken the honor¬ 
able course. The resignation 
was regrettable hut neces¬ 
sary. 

Drury grinned broadly at 
times during the question 
period that followed. One 
question from Charles Caccia 
( L — Toronto Davenport) 
tipped the opposition to the 
fact that Trudeau might not 
accept the resignation. Cac¬ 
cia. asking Trudeau not to ac¬ 
cept iti^said the majority of 
members felt this way. 

“We will accept an ex¬ 
change," Clark interjected, 
apparently referring to Ouel¬ 
let. 


Drury said later lie would 
continue to serve in the cabi¬ 
net if asked. 

Trudeau, In saying he 
wouldn’t accept the resigna¬ 
tion, referred to the flattering 
comments from the opposi¬ 
tion. He asked whether a man 
with a distinguished record 
should he punished to the ex¬ 
tent of resignation for what 
amounted to an impropriety. 

“You’re gutless,’’ an opposi¬ 
tion member yelled at Ouellet 
as he refused to answer ques¬ 
tions about what he had asked 
Drury to do. 

The opposition maintained 
Drury had offered his resigna¬ 
tion as a result of an interven¬

OTTAWA (CP) — Con¬ 
sumer Affairs Minister Andre 
Ouellet, the man who set In 
motion the events that ulti¬ 
mately led to the unaccepted 
resignation of Public Works 
Minister C. M. Drury, brushed 
off questi >ns Friday about his 
role in the drama. 

The ambitious 36-year-old 
Montreal lawyer, head down 
as he left the Commons, said 
he had nothing to* say as he 
pushed his way through a 
crowd of reporters. 

As opposition members 
turned their criticism on him, 
Ouellet continued to resist 
questions in and out of the 
Commons, saying his appeal 
on the contempt of court cita¬ 
tion still is pending. 

“I’m surprised to see your 
resistance to leaving me 
alone," Ouellet said to report¬ 
ers. “I’m sorry you will not 
. let me go.” 

Ouellet first ran into trouble 
before Christmas when he cri¬ 
ticized a judge for absolving 
three Eastern Canada sugar 
companies of blame in a 
price-collusion case. 

Mr. Justice Kenneth Mn- k- 
ay of the Quebec Superior 
Court, who rendered the ver¬ 
dict. said Ouellet should ap¬ 
pear before the court and say 
why he was not guilty of con¬ 
tempt for his criticism. 

In that case. Ouellet was 
found guilty by Mr. Justice 
.lames Hugessen of contempt, 
ordered to apologize within 10 
days and to pay $500 in court 
c ists. He apppealed. 

It was the day after the 
first hearing in the contempt 
case that Drury intervened 


with Judge Hugessen. asking 
what the circumstances would 
he if Ouellet made" a formal 
apology. Drury also told the 
judge he felt the conviction 
might be viewed as a gang- 
ing*up on a French-Canadian 
by the English-speaking legal 
legal establishment. 

It w as that intervention that 
led to Drury’s offer to resign. 

The vital question to the op¬ 
position is whether Ouellet 
asked Drury to intervene. 

Meanwhile, Friday, the rea¬ 
sons for a visit by Health Min¬ 
ister Marc Lalonde to a Que¬ 
bec Superior Court judge in 
1970 remained unclear. 

NDP Leader Ed Broadbent 
said Lalonde’s version of the 
visit given in the House Fri¬ 


day. was “flatly contradic¬ 
ted” by Mackay who has al¬ 
leged Lalonde tried to inter¬ 
fere with the court. 

A report by Mr. Justice 
Jules Deschenes. chief justice 
of Quebec Superior Court. 
called the visit “unusual.”

as an artillery captain. He be¬ 
came a brigadier—perhaps 
Canada’s youngest--before he 
was 32.

He lives with his daughter

Ross at their cattle farm 
north of Ottawa. His wife 
Jane died in 1971 of cancer. 


Ford rejects kingly role idea 


CHICAGO (UPI) ~ Pres¬ 
ident Ford Friday rejected 
Richard Nixon’s view that a 
president may break laws 
when necessary and said that, 
unlike Nixon, he does not con¬ 
sider himself a "sovereign.” 

“It’s so foreign to our soci¬ 
ety,” Ford said. 

He rejected Nixon’s concept 
of presidential power during a 
campaign primary news con¬ 
ference. when a questioner 
quoted Nixon as having said 
’ it is all right for a president 
to break the law in certain 
circumstances.” 

Raising his voice slightly, 
Ford said, “I don’t agree.” 


He looked surprised when 
asked if he considered a pres¬ 
ident a “sovereign," as Nixon 
stated he did. 

“I certainly do not,” Ford 
replied. "And I do not expect 
the public to treat me that 
way . . . it’s so foreign to our 
society.” 

Nixon’s comment on the 
"Sovereign” prerogatives of a 
president came in a written 
reply to a senate intelligence 
committee questionnaire he 
released Thursday. 

In it. Nixon said: “It is 
quite obvious that there are 
certain inherently governmen¬ 
tal actions which, if undertak¬ 
en by the sovereign in profeic- 


tion of ... the nation's secur¬ 
ity. are lawful, but which if 
undertaken by private persons 
are nut.” 

A questioner at the Illinois 
news conference also told 
Ford that Ronald Reagan — 
whom Ford hopes to knock 
out of the GOP presidential 
race in next ’week's Illinois 
primary — has accused him 
of "vote buying” by suggest¬ 
ing federal projects in pri¬ 
mary election states. 

“I’ve never been too both¬ 
ered by an opponent's charges 
. . ” Ford said. "I don’t in¬ 
tend to do it in this cam¬ 
paign.”

O NE OF THE STRONGEST and most respected 
members of the federal administration, C. M. 
Drury, offered to resign his portfolio of works in the 
House of Commons Friday and at the same time 
apologized for questionable conduct in calling a 
Quebec judge by telephone while the hearing of a con¬ 
tempt of court charge against a cabinet colleague was 
in progress. 

The colleague concerned was Andre Ouellet, Post¬ 
master General, who, while Mr. Drury made his brief 
and dignified statement to a hushed Commons, was ab¬ 
sorbed in opening and reading his correspondence 
‘‘Mr. Ouellet,” said one observer, “held himself 
aloof from the proceedings, while Mr. Drury was of¬ 
fering himself as sacrifice to preserve the French 
connection ” 

The reference was to the report of Mr. Justice 
James Hugesson to Chief Justice of the Quebec 
Superior Court Jules Deschenes, in which he said that 
in a conversation with Mr. Drury two aspects of the 
Ouellet case were discussed. 

One, said the justice, was whether proceedings 
against the minister could be dropped in return for an 
apology for having criticized the verdict of another 
justice in a Quebec price-fixing case; the other was 
Mr. Drury’s view that in some quarters in Ottawa the 
proceedings were interpreted as vindictive, “in some 
way a ganging up of the English-speaking establish¬ 
ment against prominently-placed French-speaking 
persons.” 

“I very much regret taking the action I did,” Mr 
Drury told the House. 

There were apologies from two other ministers, 


originally named In complaints by Mr Justice Ken¬ 
neth Mackay for having improperly made contact with 
the judiciary during court proceedings. 

But neither Jean Chretien, chairman of the 
treasury board, nor Marc Lalonde, health and welfare 
minister, admitted any wrongdoing. 

Mr. Chretien had called a Quebec judge In 1969 to 
Inquire when a decision could be expected in a 
bankruptcy case. Mr. Lalonde had visited Mr. Justice 
Mackay to inquire about the probable outcome of a 
trial of students from Trinidad following riots and van¬ 
dalism in Montreal. It was at the time of a 
revolutionary crisis in Trinidad and there were fears 
conviction might precipitate bloodshed. But neither 
gentleman admitted any intention of trying to in¬ 
fluence a decision of the courts. 

The events in the Commons did nothing to reas¬ 
sure members of Opposition that some members of 
government are not and have not been averse to at¬ 
tempting to use their influence in court proceedings. 

The demand of leader of the Conservative Op¬ 
position, Joe Clark, for a full public inquiry is fully 
justified. 

Mr. Trudeau's contemplation of a new code of 
ethics for his ministers, like that established by the 
late Lester B. Pearson, is no guarantee against lapses. 

Neither does his refusal of Mr. Drury's resignation 
repair the damage done to the reputation of his govern¬ 
ment. 

Strangely, it is Mr. Drury who has emerged from 
this Incident without loss of dignity or respect. He did 
the honorable thing. 


Washington visit 


TSRAEL'S DECISION to send Its foreign minister to 
Washington with an “end-the-war” proposal 
designed to open negotiations for a broad Middle East 
settlement will be widely welcomed by Western 
governments which still see the continuing Israeli- 
Arab conflict as the single greatest threat to world 
peace today. 

Little as yet is known about the Israel plan other 
than it contains suggestions of swapping territory for 
promises from the surrounding states to end the war. 
Such a proposal indicates that Prime Minister Yitshak 
Rabin is prepared to risk the ire of his own party by 
putting Israel's one major bargaining point on the line 
in the interests of peace. 

Mr. Rabin has had a particularly hard row to hoe 
during the past few months. He has seen the Palesti¬ 
nian terrorists granted official status by the United 
Nations, he has seen little diminution in the rate of, 
threats from the Arab alliance against Israel’s 
security and an apparent lessening of American sup¬ 
port for his country. 

Added to these worries he has had to contend with 
growing discontent within bis own Labor Party which 
culminated last week with a call for former Prime 
Minister Golda Meir to come out of retirement to as¬ 
sume a leadership role in the party. 


Columnist Ran Kislev of the influential newspaper 
Haaretz sees the cause of Mr. Rabin's difficulties in 
his effort to govern the way he saw the business of 
government being conducted in Washington, where he 
had served for five years as ambassador. 

This meant, Mr. Kislev says, that Mr. Rabin 
regarded himself as the chief and his ministerial col¬ 
leagues as mere officials. “Rather than strengthening 
his position from inside, Mr. Rabin felt free to make 
decisions without waiting for the reaction of his col¬ 
leagues or securing backing from the ruling bodies of 
his own party.” 

A strong group within the Labor Party feels that 
because he tried to meet American interests halfway, 
he weakened Israel’s position. If Mrs. Meir now 
returns to active politics they think she may encourage 
Mr. Rabin to resist American pressures more than he 
has done so far. 

However, in spite of these internal machinations. 
President Ford's renewed pledge this week to insure 
“the security and survival of Israel” show some out¬ 
side appreciation for Mr. Rabin's position while his 
own peace-making gesture reflects his determination 
to continue to act as his own man.

A mixed picture 



The U.S. economy today 


Where does the United States 
stand on the great economic is¬ 
sues — energy, inflation, reces¬ 
sion, unemployment — that 
have beset Americans and 
their pocketbooks over the past 
few years? 

Today’s picture is mixed. 
Inflation and recession appear 
to be under control. There is no 
shortage of oil. but prices are 
high Unemployment remains 
the stickiest problem of all 
It all began, as far as most 
Americans were concerned, in 
1973. when a cartel of oil- 
producing states boosted the 
price of petroleum 400 per 
cent, and Arab countries fol¬ 
lowed with a total four-month 
oil embargo of the United 
States. 

★ ★ ★ 

That was a dark winter, as 
Americans lined up in the 
hours of dawn to buy scarce 
high-priced gasoline. 
Simultaneously, food prices 
were shooting up. 

Economists trace clear link* 
between those days and the 
economic troubles of the nation 
from 1973 onward. Sky¬ 
rocketing prices of oil and 
food, experts say, contributed 
to soaring inflation, leading in 
turn to the worst recession 
since the 1930s and a postwar 
high in unemployment. 

To many citizens, on the 
other hand, the troubles 
seemed to fall into distinct 
phases, each labelled by 
government officials with a 
“crisis” word: energy, infla¬ 
tion, recession, and unemploy¬ 
ment. 

On balance, 1976 look* like a 
better year for most 
American* than 1975, assum¬ 
ing that Inflation is not 
reignited and that oil supplies 
move uninterruptedly to the 
United States. 

For Americans without jobs, 
the outlook remains grim, es¬ 
pecially for those many 
hundreds of thousands of 
families whose unemployment 
benefits expire this year. 

★ ★ ★ 

In May last year the nation's 
worst recession since the Great 
Depression of the 1930s touched 
bottom, and the economy 
began to climb again, ten¬ 
tatively at first, more firmly 
now. 

Observers in and out of 
government expect U.S. 
economic output will grow by 6 
or 7 per cent in real terms this 
year.

Holography gives 
motion to photos

People and objects take on incredible perspectives m a 
space age magic Lantern show called holography. 

Using coherent light — a light source of one color and 
capable of being focused to a fine point — picture* can be 
projected into the air, seemingly out of nowhere. As true to 
life as scenes viewed through windows, the images — called 
holograms — show three-dimensional depth and perspective. 

A demonstration of holography from the University of 
California's Lawrence Livermore Laboratory ha* been 
placed in the National Geographic Society's Explorers Hall 
in Washington. D C., and can be seen through April. 

Another quality recently has been added to holography - 
movement. "Work in the last few years confirms that the 
lifelike images can be adapted to movies.” says Emmett 
Leith, a University of Michigan professor who helped 
develop the first realitic three-dimensional hologcams in the 
1960s. 

But movie goers who want a 3-D experience shouldn't 
throw away those old tinted stereoscopic glasses yet. 

“The techniques have been perfected to make lifelike 
hologram movies for small screens which could be viewed at 
close range by one to three people in a closed environment 
like a library,” says Professor Leith. “But to produce 
holographic films for large audiences, movie makers cur¬ 
rently would need a lens as large as the screen. So there * 
•till a lot of work to be done.” 

Similar technical problems must be resolved before the 
holograms can be beamed to home TV screens. 

To make a hologram, two beams of coherent light are 
necessary. One illuminates the subject and scatters from it 
to a photographic plate. The second beam, split off from the 
first, bounces to the plate from a mirror. When the two 
beams meet on the plate, they do not create an ordinary 
picture. 

Instead, they produce alternating black and white lines 
known as interference fringes. Their pattern shows up on the 
developed plate only as a faint gray smudge. 

But when coherent light is passed through this developed 
plate, the original scene seems to hover in startling realism 
some distance from the plate like a disembodied ghost. 

The image has all its original depth and scale, just as 
though it were viewed through a tinted window. ^ „ 
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Late figures missing on E&N profit, loss

British Columbia has run 
into a stone wall in its efforts 
to ascertain the long-term 
profits and losses of the Es¬ 
quimau and Nanaimo Rail¬ 
way, a Canadian Transput 
Commission hearing was told 
Friday in Victoria. 

A provincial government re¬ 
searcher who was able to 
compile a list of mounting 
profits for the early part of 
the century, testified that CP 
Rail informed him no statis¬ 
tics were available for later 
dates. 

The hearing, dealing with 
CP Rail's application to end 
E&N passenger service on 


Vancouver Island, also heard 
argument against the commis¬ 
sion’s right to rule in the com¬ 
pany’s favor. 

In addition, the last day of 
testimony and submission of 
briefs brought detailed claims 
that CP Rail had reaped huge 
benefits in land and timber 
grants — grants that were 
supposedly part and parcel of 
the building of the railway. 

The hearing is expected to 
end early next week after 
final argument by ihe prov¬ 
ince, CP Rail, Uie Cowichan 
Valley Region Board and 
others concerned. It began 
last week with a four-day ses¬ 
sion at Courtenay before mov¬ 
ing to Victoria Monday. 

The two commissioners are 


chairman D. H. Jones and E. 
H. l^aBorde. 

Specifically, the company is 
applying for the right to end 
all passenber service and sus¬ 
pend both passenger and 
freight service between 
Parks ville and Courtenay. 

The Courtenay-Parksville 
traffic was halted by the rail¬ 
way last July on grounds that 
two trestles were unsafe. 

The company maintains the 
E&N is losing too much 
money to warrant future pas¬ 
senger service. 

Gordon Lloyd, research of¬ 
ficer with the B.C. transport

Second Kentucky blast 
kills 11 mine volunteers 


PARTRIDGE, KY. (UPI) — 
Eleven men on a volunteer 
safety misssion deep un¬ 
derground were found dead 
Friday, raising to 26 the death 
toll from two methane gas ex¬ 
plosions in the same mine in 
two days. 

Fifteen miners were killed 
by a blast that rocked the 
Scotia Coal Co. Mine Tuesday. 
The 11 victims found Friday 
huddled in the same shaft had 
climbed inside to try to find 
out what caused the first ex¬ 
plosion and to clear the mine 
of poisonous gas. 

Friday’s dead included 
three federal mine inspectors 
and one miner who had been 
working underground Tues¬ 
day. escaped safely and then 
volunteered to go back into 
the tunnel Thursday night to 
help tind the cause of the first 
blast. 

"These rnen . . . gave their 
lives in the pursuit of infor¬ 
mation that would help pre¬ 
vent further tragic ac¬ 
cidents,’’ said Kentucky Gov. 


Julian Carroll. "The cost of 
26 lives is a price too high for 
Kentucky families, the fami¬ 
lies of the federal mine safety 
officers, for any family to 
pay. But it has been paid." 

The* blasts and underground 
cave-ins occurred 59 hours 
apart. 

Two other mine inspectors 
survived the latest explosion, 
stumbling 5.000 feet through 
the tunnels to safety early 
Friday. The bodies of the 11 
victims were found 13 hours 
after the explosion Thursday 
night. 

"This can’t be true" 
screamed a young woman 
when the word was passed 
among relatives that there 
were no survivors among the 
trapf>ed men. She was stand¬ 
ing in a chilly rain with other 
relatives and family friends of 
the dead men around a con¬ 
crete-block washroom near 
the mine. 

The bodies were found Fri¬ 
day by 20 rescue workers who 
made their way into the area 


of the explosion alter a giant 
borer drilled a 15-fbot-wide 
hole in the top of the mine. 

H. W. Kirkpatrick, Ken¬ 
tucky commissioner of mines 
and minerals, said the bodies 
of the 11 men were left in the 
mine because of the fear of 
more explosions. 

“We made the decision to 
remove the rescuers and 
leave the bodies in place be¬ 
cause of uncertain conditions 
in the mine," said Kirkpa¬ 
trick. "We don’t know' for 
sure what killed them, but I 
feel they were killed by the 
Hut." 

*'The two men who escaped 
said they thought the men 
still trapped were alive short¬ 
ly after the explpsion. They 
had about an hour's supply of 
oxygen. 

Relatives of the trapped 
men waited for 13 hours in a 
steady drizzle until they were 
told their loved ones were 
dead. They then were led to 
Kentucky state police cars for 
the long drive home. 


turned to profits on a steady 
basis by 1907.

M. H. Smith, B.C. director of 
constitutional and administra¬ 
tive law, wrote the CP Rail 
law department in Montreal 
last Dec. 11 requesting the 
necessary information. The 
reply more than a month 
later advised him simply that 
die figures were "not avail¬ 
able." 

Lloyd said Smith wrote 
again Feb. 2 saying his re¬ 
quest must have been "misin¬ 
terpreted" and asking once 
more for the information. 

While there was no written 
reply, the government counsel 
(Melvin Smith) said he re¬ 
ceived a phone call from CP 
Rail the .last week in Febru¬ 
ary informing him the "fig¬ 
ures were unavailable." 

The company maintains its 
losses on the E&N were 
$231,521 in 1974, the last year 
for which complete figures 
are available. 

Among the seemingly end¬ 
less supply of figures IJoyd 
showered on the commission 
were those claiming CP Rail 
had: 

• Sold more than 772.000 
acres in timber for more than 
$136 million between 1916 and 
1969: 

• Sold more than 2.1 mil¬ 
lion acres of land between 
1893 and 1970; 

• Received in cash grants 
from Canada more than $1.5 
million between 1886 and 1915. 

The last acreage from land 
grants was sold in 1970, he 
said. 

Lloyd was unable to match 
land grant figures with cash 
from sales. When he attempt¬ 
ed to find the answer in the 
Victoria land registry office 
he was confronted with what 
seemed like an almost impos¬ 
sible task — evidence that 
there had been at least 5,000 
individual land sales and pos¬ 
sibly "very many more than 
that.’’ 

Barbara Wallace (NDP— 
Cowichan— Malahat) repeated 
her argument that the CTC 
didn’t have the jurisdiction to 
allow CP Rail to discontinue 
service. Her point is based on 
the contention that continual 
service was part of the agree¬ 
ment with Canada when the 
railway was built. 

Speaking about a brief she 
entered on behalf of herself 
and two other NDP MLAs — 
David Stupich, Nanaimo, and 
Charles Barber. Victoria ~ 
Mrs. Wallace said the main 
decision on what lay in store 
for the E & N might be up to 
an all-encompassing federal 
study. 

The brief notes that the fed¬ 
eral government accepted the 
responsibility last June of pro¬ 
viding an efficient total trans¬ 
portation system for the 
country — one providing all 
types of transport. 

The new needs would ob¬ 
viously be the subject of a 
master * study, Mrs. Wallace 
said, meaning that the CTC 
should be cautious aliout what 
it does in the meantime. 

She asked that if the CTC 
decides it has jurisdiction to 
rule in the case before it — 
"and if it find in favor of CP" 
any decision be delayed 
until the master plan hearings 
arc completed. 

The brief attempts to shoot 
down the CP Rail contention 
that it wasn’t granted the 
lands, timber and minerals of 
the E & N, but bought them 


when it bought the railway 
early in the century. 

“We submit that this ar¬ 
gument is off the point ; that 
thedbligations of the E&N 
clearly passed on to the com¬ 
pany, and would have done 
so no matter w'hat the price," 
the brief says. 

Referring to 1905 reports in

The brief, touching on testi¬ 
mony that CP Rail had neg¬ 
lected the E & N and refused 
to spend much money promot¬ 
ing it. says in part:

line that "could be better 
used in the future." 


A former Victoria newspa¬ 
perman, Mika said he was in¬ 
terested in figures that, 
showed 53 fatalities on the Is¬ 
land Highway in 1972 (outside 
urban areas) in comparison 
with 716 deaths on all roads 
and streets in B.C. the same 
year. 

"I understand the same 
yea* there were i“ fatalities 
on Canpdian railroads." 

Mika was cross-examined 
by CP Rail counsel Norman 
Mullins, who asked him if he 
had sought Strachan’s consent 
to give out "confidential infor¬ 
mation.” 

"No. I don’t regard it as 
confidential. He (Strachan) 
spoke publicly about it many 
times." 


All publicity good for business? 


Even bad publicity might be 
good for business on the rail¬ 
way. 

That possibility emerged 
Friday in the form of a sur¬ 
vey entered as evidence at a 
Canadian Transport Commis¬ 
sion hearing. 

One question on the survey 
conducted by the B.C. trans¬ 
port department showed that 
only 4.76 per cent of those 
responding were attracted to 
the E and N Railway by ad¬ 
vertising. 

At the same time, 20.63 per 
cent said they were riding the 
Dayliner because of news 
items they had rend or heard. 

Most of the publicity given 
the E and N in recent years 
has been anything but flatter¬ 
ing. The railway has come 
under attack for its service 
and CP Rail’s bid to end pas¬ 
senger service. 

The CTC hearing, which 
continues in Victoria Monday, 
is concerned with CP Rail’s 
application to discontinue pas¬ 
senger service. 

The mounds of evidence en¬ 
tered so far include com¬ 
plaints that the company 
spends very little money on 
advertising the E and N ser¬ 
vice. 

At least one CP Rail official 
has already said most people 
probably knew of the line’s 
existence through the publici¬ 
ty. 

The survey was conducted 


by transport department re¬ 
search oificer Gordon Lloyd 
and a student employee who 
rode the Dayliner last sum¬ 
mer, distributing question¬ 
naires and talking to passen¬ 
gers. 

Actually, only 66 passengers 
were involved, although Lloyd 
pointed out that they repre¬ 
sented 133 passengers — when 
you count up their family 
members.

No aid in Vancouver? 


Human Resources Minister 
William Vander Zalm said 
Friday that Greater Van¬ 
couver might be designated 
as an area where transients, 
exftecled to flood in for the 
United Nations Habitat con¬ 
ference May 31 to June 11, 
will be denied aid under a 
crackdown on welfare abuse. 

Vander Zalm also said his 
department is wasting no 
time in implementing its 
tough new policy to trim the 
fat from welfare rolls. 

The plan the minister dis¬ 
closed contained the follow¬ 
ing: 


• Immediate plans call for 
the setting up of a team of 
about two dozen eligibility 
investigators — a "flying 
squad" — that would roam 
the province seeking weliare 
infractions. 

• Maps designating low- 
employment areas vvluare 
transients will not get welfare 
are now being prepared. 

• Consideration is being 
given to designating the Van¬ 
couver area as one where 
transients will be denied wel¬ 
fare. 

Vander Zalm said the action 
would not be made on the 
basis that it could be classed 


as a .jobless area. Rather, he 
said, it would come about be¬ 
cause it is expected the city 
will draw a massive number 
of transients attracted by the 
Habitat conference. 

The move to declare Van¬ 
couver an area w here welfare 
might not be available to 
transiets could come into con¬ 
flict with Canada Assistance 
Plan regulations. 

Under terms of the federal- 
provincial agreement on wel¬ 
fare cost-sharing, provinces 
are not allowed to establish 
residency requirements for 
welfare applicants. 



Second man acquitted 


Robert Joseph Gelineau. 22. 
of Vancouver was found not 
guilty Friday by a Victoria 
county court jury of armed 
robbery.

Gelineau was accused of

April 12, a Saturday 
night, was the biggest armed 
robbery in Greater Victoria.

He said Gelineau had been 
working for the year before 


the robbery and it would not 
l>e unusual for a person visit¬ 
ing another city to find him¬ 
self short of money. 

There was' "no proof" Ge¬ 
lineau wasn’t at his Van¬ 
couver home in the days im¬ 
mediately after the robbery 
and the receipts in the hotel 
room didn't show whether 
they were his or that of a girl 
who was also in the room. 

None of the eyewitnesses to 
the robbery could identify 
anyone, he said, and two li¬ 
quor store employees couldn't 
identity Comley or Gelineau 
as the men involved when 
they saw them five days after 
the incident. 

He also said one crown 
witness, the hotel manager, 
had provided Gelineau with 
an alibi (‘/although he does 
not. need it”) by saying he 
registered between 9 and 10 
p.m.

LONDON (CP) - European 
central banks spent an es¬ 
timated Jl billion Friday to 
help stabilize their national 
currencies, shaken mainly by 
renewed pressures on the 
French franc and the British 
pound. 

The pound, hit by adverse 
foreign trade figures, dropped 
more than 2 cents against the 
U.S. dollar despite some inter¬ 
vention by the Bank of Eng¬ 
land. 

Specualtion that the French 
franc would be devalued con¬ 
tinued during the day with the 
Bank of France intervening 
heavily in the market. 

Dealers estimated the 
French central bank sold 
more than 1 billion West Ger¬ 
man marks, equivalent to 
some J400 million, to ease 
pressures on the franc. But 
the mark continued to remain 
at Its permitted ceiling in re¬ 
lation to the frano. 

In Canadian terms the 
pound dropped by about one- 
half a cent to 51 9009.

President Eyton ... « busy week 


New president : 

PWA to manage 
its own moves

A week ago Rhys Eyton 
was settling down at a Mex¬ 
ican resort for his annual va¬ 
cation — away from his 
chores as executive vice- 
president of finance and plan¬ 
ning for Pacific Western Air¬ 
lines. Friday he was in Victo¬ 
ria trying to catch his breath. 
His role at PWA, as of last 
Monday, had been elevated to 
president and chief executive 
officer and he had been on the 
hop ever since. 

Eyton was elected to his po¬ 
sition in an extraordinary 
meeting of the airline direc¬ 
tors in Edmonton, the same 
meeting that saw Don Watson 
either quit or resign the top 
I>osition at PWA. Watson had 
taken strong, vocal exception 
to a proposed move of the 
company headquarter* from 
Vanc ouver to Calgary. 

The new president admitted 
in an interview here that he 
was very concerned about 
some of the bitterness and 
mis-statements that have 
erupted in the past week over 
the proposed move, 

“First of all, despite what 
you may have heard or read, 
there is absolutely no plan al¬ 
ready prepared for the move 
of headquarters to Calgary. 
That is the main item on the 
agenda when I meet with the 
management group in Van¬ 
couver on Monday morning. 

“We will be moving. In fact 
I’ll be the first one to move 
within the first two to four 
months and the other 12 or so 
senior management people 
will follow. But we will be fol¬ 
lowing a critical path plan 
and we’re going to find out, as 
a team, the least disruptive 
way to move our head office 
over a reasonable period of 
time. 

"Now there are many long¬ 
term employees and we will 
do all that we can to build 
this plan around them,” the 
40-year-old president empha¬ 
sized. 

“On the second point, we 
must achieve job equity In 
both the B.C. and Alberta 
areas. With Alberta’s econ¬ 
omy expanding as it is natu¬ 
rally the major growth for 
our company will be in that 
province and we’ll hold the 
growth in B.C. to its normal 
pattern. 

“But, if we have to hire 
some employees in B.C. for 
our operations here, inc luding 
maintenance, of course we 
will do so” Eyton continued. 

Early reports when the Al¬ 
berta government, which 


owns 98 per cent of the airline 
stock, announced the major 
switch, were that aircraft 
maintenance would be 
switched to Edmonton’s down¬ 
town municipal airport and 
the Vancouver base would be 
downgraded. That is not true, 
the president stated. 

“The Alberta facilities al¬ 
ready are first-rate. We’ve 
got a big new 100,000 square- 
foot repair hangar in Edmon¬ 
ton that can house eight Boe¬ 
ing 737s. It’s fuilly modem and 
designed to our requirements. 

“The Alberta government 
has not, and will not, interfere 
in any of our decisions. The 
vote among directors to move 
the headquarters was • unani¬ 
mous,” Eyton said, admitting 
in an afterthought that ex- 
president Watson was against 
the move. 

The new president con¬ 
tinued by saying that he and 
the chairman of the board, 
Ron McDaniel, an Edmonton 
oil field consultant, saw eye- 
to-eye on every issue and that 
McDaniel would serve as lia¬ 
ison between the board and 
the airline owners. 

Eyton said that he didn’t 
know exactly what role would 
fall to Watson, who is staying 
with the airline as an adviser. 

“But I can tell you that we 
would be extremely foolish to 
not fully employ the talents of 
Mr. Watson and I’ll be calling 
on him for a lot of counsel. In 
fact, I was talking to him on 
the phone this morning,” 
Eyton said. 

The new president went on 
to detail a new arrangement 
that PWA has with Wardalr, 
the growing charter line that 
has its head office in Edmon¬ 
ton. He said that the Alberta 
government has advanced 
PWA 55 million to build a new 
maintenance hangar at Ed¬ 
monton International Airport, 
14 miles south of the Alberta 
capital. 

PWA. he said, having bad 
the experience of just building 
such a facility at Edmonton 
municipal, will build it to 
Wardair’s specifications and 
the rental thus obtained would 
pay back the loan. 

“But we’re really only the 
landlords. We won’t be using 
the facilities, except, of 
course, in an emergency,” 
Eylon said. 

Eyton said that he didn’t 
agree with Watson who 
claimed that the move of 
headquarters t o Alberta 
would cost 55 million or more. 

“And furthermore, the cost 
of the move, whatever it will 
be, will be spread over sever¬ 
al years and will be done in 


such a manner as to not im¬ 
pair profits,” he said. 

The new president said that 
he has spent much of the past 
week travelling between Van¬ 
couver and Edmonton telling 
various groups of employees 
of the facts behind the move. 

"It's the first priority,” he 
vowed. 

All thoughts of that Mexican 
holiday seemed to have 
vanished.

It is a bad 
word — expunge it from your 
vocabulary, he added. 

Stroyan went on to say that 
he found that material being 
taught in business education 
programs is probably the 
most relevant information 
that exists in any secondary 
school program today. 

"Business education is no 
longer a watered-down ver¬ 
sion of business college 
courses where typing and 
shorthand were paramount,” 
lie said.

where students actually go 
out into businesses and try 
out their skills learned in the 
classroom. 

“The work is not meaning¬ 
ful because it carries no re¬ 
sponsibility,” Stroyan said. 
“The result is that you help to 
perpetuate the ‘commercial’ 
training aspect of your pro¬ 
gram. 

“I believe it better to bring 
the employer to the school 
when you can, by guiding 
him, encourage him to talk 
about the place of employ¬ 
ment,” he said. 

Stroyan continued by Baying 
that he wondered if some edu¬ 
cators were overstressing 
their personal ambition to en¬ 
hance their academic stand¬ 
ing, finding that "more im¬ 
portant to you than the fact 
that you have actually had 
some experience in the work¬ 
ing world.” 

“Please make every at¬ 
tempt to ensure that one of 
the qualifications of a busi¬ 
ness education teacher is that 
he has had some experience 
in the business world," he 
added. 

Rosemary Fruehling, an as¬ 
sistant professor at the 
County College of Morris, 
Dover. N.J., was the speaker 
at Friday's luncheon. She told 
her audience that they should 
strive to get their students to 
understand that the ability to 
work with other people comes 


with a proper development In 
themselves of a sell- 
awareness and self-identity. 

‘There is a study that I’m 
familiar with,” Mrs. Frueh¬ 
ling said in a pre-talk inter¬ 
view,” that shows that 89.1. 
per cent of people who lose 
iheir jobs do so because they 
haven’t developed the right 
attitude toward working." 

Mrs. Fruehling. whose visit 
here was si>onsored by 
McGraw-Hill Ryerson Ltd. 
book publishers, attends 
many such conference* on 
their behalf, she said. 

She said in the interview

He has to be 
extremely careful in his em¬ 
ployee selection, and, alter 
having hired one. has a big 
responsibility to make certain 
that he's properly trained.”

Barry George Rae, 2523 
Wark, pleaded guilty to a se¬ 
ven-count Victoria and Saan¬ 
ich charge resulting from se¬ 
ven worthless cheques he 
wrote to obtain a total of 5577 
In goods and cash between 
Jan. 30 and Feb. 27, when he 
was on mandatory-supervision 
parole. 

Prosecutor Peter Birkelt 
said Rae told police he 
“passed the cheques becausp 
of a drinking problem." Legal 
Aid duty counsel Douglas 
MacFarlane said Rae got the 
problem alter quitting use of 
heroin in 1973. He said Rae 
turned himself over to police 
through his parole officer. 

Ostler sentenced Rae to a 
total of six months in jail and 
said it must be in addition to 
Rae’s six months left from his 
last conviction. Had Rae not 
violated his parole, the latter 
term would have been up May 
15.

Spokesmen for the Van¬ 
couver Island Joint Forces 
Operation of RCMP and mu¬ 
nicipal police said-the matter 
was ‘‘a routine search ... a 
routine investigation, however 
it may appear to these peo¬ 
ple." - 

Pruden spoke to a reporter 
after his son Douglas James 
Pruden. 23. and Michael Erie 
Still, 21. both of 3134 Alder, 
were charged in Victoria pro¬ 
vincial court with possession 
of heroin early Friday. 

Bail-hearing submissions by 
prosecutor Malcolm Macaulay 
and defence lawyer Dennis 
Stofer led Judge William 
Ostler to set surety bail of 
51,000 for Pruden and to re¬ 
lease Still on his own recog¬ 
nizance in 5500. The two will 
appear next: Friday for fur¬ 
ther hearing. 

The father said the six of¬ 
ficers entered front and back 
doors about 10 minutes after 
his son and Still came home, 
lie said his daughter “heard a 
bang and thought I had fallen 
out of bed.” 

But it was the back door 
coming loose, because Pruden 
had been burned at work 
Thursday and taken a seda¬ 
tive. The father said that “the 
first I know one cop had me 
pinned on the bed ... he let 
me sit up but not stand” until 
a few minutes had passed. 


Pruden’s wife Doreen said 
she awoke to tind a man 
standing beside the bed. She 
said she sat up to get up and 
tier arm was grabbed, and 
she was slightly hurt in twist¬ 
ing to get. a housecoat. She 
said the officer was reluctant 
to let her get the coat and 
.show his ID. 

The daughter and another 
young woman staying in the 
Pruden home said their move¬ 
ments were restricted. The 
daughter said searchers 
"ripped the back seal out of 
the car and didn’t put it 
back.” 

The parents said their main 
complaint was that “they 
didn’t tell us who they were” 
and Mrs. Pruden said there 
had been break-ins in the 
area recently and ”T thought 
they were going to rob us.” 

"Do they have to use that 
procedure?” asked Pruden. 
“There’s no w'ay in the world 
they should treat a person the 
way they treated us last night 
... if they tome and search a 
house, they should do more 
like police methods.’’ 

He said he would suggest to 
his lawyer that the policeman 
holding his wife’s arm might, 
he charged with assault, and 
claimed police had been har¬ 
assing his son. 

RCMP Staff Sgt. David Sta¬ 
ples of the JFO said that “it 
was a routine search in which 
officers were acting oh rea¬ 
sonable and probable 
grounds.” He said entry was 
forced at both doors and two 
suspects in a basement bed¬ 
room “were each seized by 
the throat” for a mouth 
search.

Remand 

inmate 

beaten 


One Wilkinson Road jail in¬ 
mate has gone through two 
medical examinations and 
will go through at least one 
more while a second is con- 
lined to his cell following a 
beating incident Thursday, 
jail officials disclosed Friday. 

Beating victim Mark Jef¬ 
frey Angel and the uniden¬ 
tified suspect in the incident 
were both in jail because of 
Vancouver Island charges 
outside Greater Victoria and 
the officials said the uniden¬ 
tified man might be the sub¬ 
ject of an internal disciplinary 
hearing. 

The incident came to light 
when Angel, aged about 25, 
appeared Friday morning in 
Victoria provincial court be¬ 
fore Judge William Ostler for 
a routine remand before his 
scheduled trial May 10 in 
Duncan on a change of theft 
of produce Feb. 23 from a 
Mill Bay store. 

The entire right side of An¬ 
gel’s face was discolored and 
swollen so badly his right eye 
was shut. The left eye was 
blac kened and barely open. 

When Ostler - asked what 
happened. Angel replied with 
a wandering statement includ¬ 
ing “I believe there is nothing 
wrong with myself . . . what 
is most important is to try to 
figure out what is happening 
with this case ... there is re¬ 
ally no case ... I would like 
to visit a hospital and perhaps 
wash my hair and things like 
that.” 

Ostler checked the records 
to find Angel appeared Feb. 
26 in Duncan court, pleaded 
not guilty and was released 
on an undertaking to return 
May 10 for trial. But Angel 
refused to sign the undertak¬ 
ing. posibly because the jus¬ 
tice of the peace was a 
woman. 

So Angel was lodged in the 
Saanich jail and had to ap¬ 
pear in court. Ostler remand¬ 
ed the case to Tuesday so 
Angel could see a doctor 
about “his physical condition 
and possibly his mental 
state.” 

Jail officials said Angel was 
attacked about 2:45 p.m. 
Thursday in his unlocked cell 
and guards who came running 
when they heard screams 
found “another inmate also 
considered to be unstable.” 
Angel was seen by a doctor 
and sent to hospital for 
X-rays. 

The officials said the in¬ 
cident occurred»in the jail’s 
west wing, reopened after the 
Feb. 19 hostage incident for 
use by awaiting-trial inmates, 
and “no other inmates were 
involved.”

More hunting? 

Cougar 

count 

heavy 


VANCOUVER (CP) — The 
provincial fish and wildlife 
branch is considering Increas¬ 
ing its cougar hunting limit of 
two animals a year to control 
a “sharp increase" In the 
cougar population. 

A report on animal control 
by the Lower Mainland 
branch says this week that 
complaints of cougar activity 
in the area rose to 47 In 1975, 
compared to 16 the previous 
year. 

Most complaints came from 
the Maple Ridge and Agassiz 
districts in the Fraser Valley 
east of Vancouver, the report 
say's, and most concern poten¬ 
tial threats to human safety. 

Regional wildlife biologist 
Tom Burgess said wildlife of¬ 
ficials were concerned about 
the cougar increase, likely the 
result of increases in prey 
populations and limited cou¬ 
gar hunting. 

“As populations appear to 
bo on the increase." the re¬ 
port say*, “we will be encour¬ 
aging sportsmen to increase 
Iheir level of hunting and 
harvest in Ihose watersheds 
known to have numerous cou¬ 
gars. 

“We will attempt to have a 
number of areas presently 
closed to the discharge of 
firearms opened for con¬ 
trolled hunting. We are also 
giving serious consideration 
to an Increase in the present 
bag limit of two cougar per 
year." 

The report says there were 
482 complaints about black 
hears. Of these, 275 were 
from North Vancouver, where 
minor damage to shrubbery, 
gardens and garbage cans — 
was reported. 

“They are largely s nui¬ 
sance problem," Burgess 
said, "but there is a potential 
danger, particularly to small 
children.” 

The black bear population 
seems to be at "reasonably 
high levels” throughout most 
of the region," the report 
notes, probably as a result of 
relatively mild winters and 
good berry crops. 

It says 53 bears were 
trapped or snared and de¬ 
stroyed and five trapped and 
moved to another area during 
1975. Most were removed 
from Maple Ridge area. Squa- 
mish and North Vancouver. 

“It is notable that relatively 
few bears were removed fmm 
the area with the largest 
number of complaints. North 
and West Vancouver. This is 
a functiion of the difficulties 
' in trapping hears within a 
densely populated area, as 
' as recognition 15T the 
sensitive’ aspect of destroy¬ 
ing bears within sight and 
sound of large numbers of 
somewhat ill-informed peo¬ 
ple." 

The only bears trapped and 
moved were from the Chilli¬ 
wack and Hope districts, it 
says. 

“The conservation officers 
Involved have considered it 
desirable in terms of ease of 
translocation, their relative 
workload, and esthetic and 
public relations to translocate 
rather than destroy the 
bears."

A historic Pow Wow be¬

Indians will be held here in 
May to discuss possible union. 

The first combined meeting 
between the two groups will 
take place at a four-day con¬ 
vention of the B.C. Indian 
Chiefs. 


She is hoping the land 
claims issue will be settled 
with government, rather than 
through the courts, but added, 
"I am warning Indians not to 
rush into any quick deals.” 

Convinced that a deal has 
already been discussed by the 
federal government and the 
B.C. government, Tyndall 
said: “Right now there is a 
very real danger that Indians 
will be rushed into making a 
quick deal so that government 
can be rid of this problem. 


Donna Tyndall of Cour¬ 
tenay, president of the Comox 
Valley chapter, B.C. Associa¬ 
tion of non-status Indians, an¬ 
nounced the historic get to¬ 
gether at a meeting of the 
Community Planning Adviso¬ 
ry Committee here Thursday. 

About 1,000 Indians are ex¬ 
pected to attend the meeting, 
being held either outdoors or 
at the new Comox Valley 
Sports Centre. 

“Hopefully, this will be tha 
•tart of bringing about union 
between the two groups,” she 
•aid. 

Aim of the meeting is to 
form one strong, united group 
to press for just settlement of 
Indian land claims. 

Some Indians, she admits, 
are dead set against having 
non-status Indians back. 
There has been a lot of ani¬ 
mosity, on the coast especial¬ 
ly, among status Indians 
wanting to keep non-status In¬ 
dians out, she said. 

Accusing the federal gov¬ 
ernment of “doing a very 
good job of splitting the two 
groups,” Mrs. Tyndall said, 
“They have been very 
successful at keeping us at 
each others throats for many 
year — but we now realize 
their ploy and we have smar¬ 
tened up.” 


“We are not prepared, how¬ 
ever, to rush into another 
James Bay decision.” 

Estimating that there ara 
60,000 non-status Indians in 
B.C., she warned that consid¬ 
erable amount of money 
would be involved in changing 
the “status thing", and pre¬ 
dicts the Indian affairs de¬ 
partment cannot be expected 
to act very quickly on the 
matter. 

"But,” she said, “Indian 
people are no longer prepared 
to live by the department 
laws.” 

Many Indians, she said, 
have rejected government 
funding and are concentrating 
on the land claims issue with 
their owp money and re¬ 
sources. 

People in the poorer re¬ 
serves are the ones who are 
willing to sacrifice in order to 
press the issue,” she said. 

“It’s bands like Comox, 
Qualicum, Campbell River 
that have been getting gov¬ 
ernment money so easily for 
so long that have no desire to 
see the winds of change 
blow.” 

“People of these bands are 
afraid to upset anyone in case 
they lose government fund¬ 
ing,” she said.

Grit ministers 
may face 

discipline of bar 


OTTAWA (UPI) — Quebec 
Chief Justice Jules Deschenes 
Friday indicated three lawyer 
members of Prime Minister 
Trudeau’s cabinet could face 
disciplinary action by the 
Quebec Bar Association. 

Deschenes said in a-jreport 
presented to Parliament Fri¬ 
day the three ministers sj>oke 
to judges in Quebec about 
cases the judges were hear¬ 
ing. 

He then quoted a Quebec 
bar act regulation forbidding 
such action by lawyers. 

He said “the three incidents 
arose in the province of Que¬ 
bec and involved three 
members of the bar. It there¬ 
fore appears to be in order to 
recall certain rules which reg¬ 
ulate the conduct of lawyers." 

Deschenes then quoted sec¬ 
tion 43. 3 of Regulation One of 
the Bar of Quebec which says 
a lawyer and a bar member 
“shall not make before judg¬ 
ment or decision, on behalf of 
a party in a contested matter, 
any verbal or written repre¬ 
sentations to a judge, a court 
or the members of a judicial 
or quasi-judicial body." 

One of the ministers in¬ 
volved, C M. (Bud) Drury of 
public works, offered to re¬ 
sign Friday over the matter 
'but Trudeau turned him 
down. Health Minister Marc 


Lalonde and Treasury Board 
President Jean Chretien, apo¬ 
logized but did not otter to re¬ 
sign. 

In his report Deschenes also 
told government it was not his 
.job to report to parliament 
on, or even conduct inquiries 
into, allegations of political 
tampering with the judiciary. 

This was in direct contra¬ 
diction to statements by Tru¬ 
deau, who has justified his re¬ 
fusal to hold a public inquiry 
into the matter by saying the 
proper way of handling the 
case was to submit it to the 
Quebec chief justice for inves¬ 
tigation. 

Deschenes said “we must 
discharge any suggestion that 
the Canadian .judicial council 
has a role to play in this mat¬ 
ter. Its jurisdiction relates to 
an examination of complaint* 
relating to the conduct, of 
judges and not to complaints 
that might concern the con¬ 
duct of third parties in rela¬ 
tion to them. 

“I consider myself . . . 
under no obligation in relation 
to Parliament save that of 
good tiehaviour nor to¬ 
wards the government and 
the invitations to undertake 
an inquiry which have been 
addressed to me in the House 
of Commons appear to me to 
be out of place.”

Occupancy tag 
big headache 
for Saanich 


Saanich officials met Fri¬ 
day morning to discuss a 
serious and growing problem 
in the burgeoning municipal¬ 
ity. 

It's illegal for builders to 
sell houses and condominiums 
without occupancy certificates 
that signify all inspections 
have been done and the whole 
building, from chimneys to 
toilets, approved. 

The problem is getting so 
bad that Saanich is sending 10 
to 15 double-registered letters 
a week ordering builders to 
return and re-do work they 
were told was unfit. 

Development engineer John 
Walker said the municipality 
is having to chase builders as 
far'as Salmon Arm. 

And he said some of the 
registered letters are even 
being refused. 

"It's a great headache to 
us. trying to intercept the 
building owner before he 
gives occupancy." Walker 
said. 

He stressed that buyers of 
either houses or con¬ 
dominiums should demand to 
see occupancy certificates be¬ 
fore buying. 


in Saanich these are blue 
cardboard notices signed and 
dated by the fire chief, medi¬ 
cal officer, plumbing inspec¬ 
tor, structural buiiding in¬ 
spector, inspector of electrical 
energy, public works inspec¬ 
tor and engineer. 

If builders don’t have the 
notices, buyers should ask 
their lawyers to Intervene to 
make sure a surety bond is 
lasted that ail work will be 
done. 

"Before people spend the 
biggest money in their life, 
they should spend a couple of 
hundred dollars with a law¬ 
yer.” he said. 

One Saanich condominium 
builder was negligent for so 
long in the past year that its 
$25,000 letter of credit was 
held by tlie municipality, cost¬ 
ing heavy bank interest. 

The builder took nine 
months to correct faulty 
sewer connections, damaged 
sidewalks and so forth, but 
had meanwhile sold con¬ 
dominium suites. 

"They don't refuse to do the 
work. They keep saying 
they’ll do it — next week." 
Walker said. 


Thousands of condominiums 
— apartment-like units in a 
multi-storey building — and 
tovvnhouses — homes often 
several storeys in themselves 
joined by common grounds — 
are now occupied or on the 
market in Victoria. 

The trend is so popular that 
although 300 units w'ere built 
in Greater Victoria in 1974, 
and a whopping 1,087 the fol¬ 
lowing year, there are few- 
more unsold now than 12 
months ago, according to the 
real estate board. 

Empties do exist, however, 
as realtors' jargon has it that 
"many units are available." 
Central Mortgage and Hous¬ 
ing Corjjoration puts the 
number of new and completed 
empty units at 191 for Victo¬ 
ria, Esquimau and Saanich in 
February. 

It tends to worry a buyer 
when a condominium lies 
empty for months. But some 
sell slowly despite apparent 
good workmanship as in the 
Lady Alexandra on Bushby 
behind Dallas that was the 
scene of a fire less than a 
week ago. 

Completed in September but 
still empty, the building re¬ 
ceived about $1,000 damage 
after arsonists set a closet 
afire in one suite. Victoria fire 
officials said. Only fireproof 
gypsum board stopped the 
fire from spreading. 

A look at the market shows 
that far-flung talcs of too 
much construction too fast 
may be truer in larger cities 
such as Vancouver where a 
developer has gone so far as 
to offer buyers full buy-back 
price in a year if they change 
their minds. 

And a recent report from 
New York said management 
consultants there were des¬ 
perately trying to revive the 
depressed industry, but Victo¬ 
ria shows no signs of that 
need.

They were retired people 
unable to keep painting and 
cleaning that dear old wood- 
irame house, working couples 
simply unwilling to spend 
maintenance time arid money 
any more, newly-married peo¬ 
ple whose pennies didn’t add 
up to a house price, or single 
people wanting the joys of an 
indoor pool.

They are spending from 
about $28,000 to the $160,000 a 
few Laurel Point con¬ 
dominiums are tagged. 

And some are payirig for 
extras including, common 
lounges, swirl pools, saunas, 
swimming pools and games 
courts. 

"I like it very much." said 
one in a highrise near Beacon 
Hill Park. "I have no desire 
to cut lawns. And in this 
building I don't find any loss 
of privacy.” 

But some have encountered 
problems which can be side¬ 
stepped if buyers slow down 
and look before signing, then 
plan when running their new- 
homes. 

The Saanich owners who 
learned lessons the hard way 
recently found themselves col¬ 
lectively $6,500 out of pocket 
when their townhouse roof 


leaked badly less than two 
years after construction. 

Normal maintenance 
charges — paid monthly by 
all owners — didn’t come 
close to paying for re-roofing. 

But, like others who have 
run into the situation, the 
townhouse owners were left in 
the cold with no legal grounds 
to sue a building company 
that now had no assets. 

. It is common for develops 
to form new subsidiary com¬ 
panies for each construction 
jcb. both for tax purposes and 
to limit their liability for un¬ 
fortunate accidents that hap¬ 
pen on the job. said Bruce 
McCulloch, council chairman 
of Bickerton Court on Doug¬ 
las. 

The practice is not looked 
on favorably by everyone, and 
as one lawyer said, "a lot . 
form a separate company for 
every different project." 

One 1973 court case in 
White Rock would have given 
buyers in similar jwsitions a 
legal leg to stand on had it 
not been later reversed in the 
B.C. Court of Appeal, he said 
The city of White Rock had 
first been held liable in a suit 
filed by a grocery store owner 
whose roof had collapsed. 

The Saanich experience 
points up two. problems, one 
which needs work at the gov¬ 
ernment level and one which 
can be wiped out with mere 
forethought by owner* who 
usually band together in gov¬ 
erning councils such as 
McCulloch's. 

• Firstly, B.C. has no 
compulsory building warran¬ 
ties on most residences; 

• Condominium owner 
councils too often fail to bud¬ 
get for depreciation when de¬ 
termining maintenance costs; 


Hasty buyers can slip into a 
maze of other problems in¬ 
cluding : 

• Condominiums selling 
without occupancy certificates 
— a big headache for fast¬ 
growing Saanich; 

• Buildings with lavish 
extras (and accompanying 
price tags) that buyers don't 
use; 

Saanich development engi¬ 
neer John Walker said that 
several times in the past lew- 
years the municipality has 
had to sue builders who sofa 
condominiums illegally with¬ 
out occupany certificates that 
mean all inspections have 
been done. (See separate 
story.)

Budgeting for depreciation 
is as important as paying for 
daily clean-up said one con¬ 
dominium dweller and former 
vice-president of the Strata 
Corjiorations Association of 
Victoria. 

All equipment in the build¬ 
ing is owned by people there, 
and eventually has to be re¬ 
placed. Donald Graham said. 

A lingering apartment men¬ 
tality on the part of some peo¬ 
ple often makes them forget 
they'll have to pay for that el¬ 
evator that breaks down. 

So will they have to pay to 
maintain the common-room 
television that goes on the 


blink, the faulty swirlpool, 
and the vandalized front 
shrubs. 

So monthly maintenance 
should be priced high enough 
for the group to store money 
away. Rates around Victoria 
hover around $40 a month. 

The lack of building war¬ 
ranties is considered a serious 
problem by Strata Corpora¬ 
tions Association rr.i vnbers 
condominium owners who 
joined voluntarily for their 
common good. 

Year-long warranties are 
How given by contractors in 
HUDAC (Housing and Urban 
Development Association of 
Canada) but a compulsory 
warranty system is being 
looked into by the B.C. g >v- 
ernment. 

"Consideration is being 
given to some kind of a house 
warranty plan for British G>- 
lumbia." George Chatterton, 
housing department associate 
deputy minister, said in Jan¬ 
uary. 

Chatterton was writing to 
townhouse resident Les Jones, 
who is also association pres¬ 
ident. 

Jones feels legislation is 
needed to require builders to 
give substantial warranties, 
and personal experience has 
only fuelled his desire to 
press for the change. 

HUDAC local secretary- 
treasurer A. S. McNair said 
the group wants its members 
(about 70 per cent of Victoria 
builders) to adopt a five-year 
warranty plan now in the 
making. It would mean a 
builder warranty for the first 
year, with insurance taking 
ov6r after that, he said. 

The owners’ association has 
submitted briefs on the war¬ 
ranty subject to the provincial 


government, but Jones said 
even officials genuinely con¬ 
cerned don’t seem to grasp 
the problems of condominium 
owners. 

For instance, although the 
housing official went out of 
his way to attend an associa¬ 
tion meeting last week, Chat¬ 
terton suggested there that 
owners support changes to in¬ 
crease the number of rented 
units allowed in con¬ 
dominiums.

"It would put us back to 
square one where we had no 
control over our complex." 
Jones said. 

It would mean owners 
couldn’t vote to decide issues 
involving condominium 
bylaws if more than one- 
quarter of the building suites 
were rented, according to the 
Strata Titles Act. 

And the government doesn’t 
think some councils’ systems 
of fining bylaw offenders 
should continue, Jones said. 

"A condominium is like a 
municipality, though. You’ve 
got to have bylaws," he 
protested. 

Like others who know first¬ 
hand both the pleasures and 
setbacks of this new- style of 
living, he thinks government 
officials and builders alike 
should listen to condominium 
owners.

Foreign fleets 
‘observing limit’ 


Reports that foreign fleets 
are fishing inside Canada’s 
12-mile limit on the West 
Coast have been "blown all 
out of proportion," by Doug 
MacIntyre, supervisor'for the 
federal fisheries department 
service in the Queen Charlotte 
Islands, said Friday. 

MacIntyre, in a telephone 
interview with the Colonist, 
said a net-tracking radio 
transmitter found washed up 
on a beach west of Queen 
Charlotte City on Wednesday 
appeared "very rusted" and 
us at least four yeais old. 

The device is used by 
foreign fishing fleets and is 
usually attached to nets to 
guide boats bark to thenVn(t 
night by radio beacon. 


A report that officials were 
trying to find a boat which 
had the transmitter was sent 
lo Prince Rupert by "some¬ 
one looking for publicity,” 
possibly someone interested 
in getting a Search and Res¬ 
cue centre in the area, MacIn¬ 
tyre said. 

MacIntyre also denied a re¬ 
port that he said the foreign 
fleet, consisting mainly of 
Japanese, Russian and 
Korean ships, had been "su- 
sjiected for some time of com¬ 
ing inside the 12-mile limit.” 

The report sparked media 
interest, resulting in tele¬ 
phone calls from newspapers 
■‘»w*/ar away as. Vancouver as 
well as calls from the CBC, 
MacIntyre said. 


Welfare 4 saving 9 lost to EMI

Three welfare mothers have 
had nervous breakdowns and 
have had to be admitted to 
the Eric Martin Institute be¬ 
cause of the actions of Human 
Resources Minister William 
Vander Zalm. 

Community Action Group 
spokesman Sharon MacBain 
said Friday that the women 
had been getting a special 
$100 a month grant, which 
was cut off by the new min¬ 
ister. 

Whatever kind of saving is 
that? It doesn't even save 
money," she said. 

"Now they have to pay the 
expense of keeping the 


woman in hospital and her 
kids in foster homes. 

"And that’s not even dis¬ 
cussing what this is doing to 
people.” 

Ms. MacBain said the 
wotaien had been working at 
the Community Action offices 
on the department's incentive 
grant. 

The program was designed 
to pay people while they were 
preparing to get into job 
training. 

"It’s to some extent a ther¬ 
apy program, usually dealing 
with women with children at 
home. 

"These .women had had no 
work experience, but they 
wanted to eventually get into 
.job training, and in the mean¬ 
while had a need to do some¬ 


thing worthwhile away from 
the home. 

"They got to meet people, 
and learn to wt>rk with and 
for people, and on top of that 
they got $100 a month that 
they desperately needed. 

"Now Vander Zalm has^:lit 
off that incentive program, 
and it was too much for these 
women who were just making 
it before. 

"They simply broke down, 
and had to be hospitalized. 

"That’s one terribly cruel 
and expensive way to save 
money.” 

Ms. MacBain said provin¬ 
cial welfare programs ap¬ 
peared to be returning to the 
dark ages of means tests and 
hatred. 


"What this government is 
doing is laying the ground¬ 
work for another Watts 
County riot like they had in 
the States. 

"People will not put up with 
this sort of treatment forever 
without fighting back." 

The shortage of money 
could also mean an increase 
in crime, she added. 

"When people don’t have 
enough money to allow them 
to eat — when their children 
are hungry — jhey will do 
anything tp get money. 

"The next step, of course is 
prison, with children in foster 
homes -and again that’s fi¬ 
nancially expensive, even if 
we set humanity on oe side. 

"Just what do they think 


they are doing to people in 
order to appear to save a few 
dollars?" 

Ms. MacBain had one 
suggestion for the new Social 
Credit government. 

"Every government 
member, especially the cabi¬ 
net ministers, should come 
and live on welfare for at 
least six months. 

"That means the ministers 
and his or her family, so that 
they can find out what life is 
like wilh no money, no re¬ 
sources, no programs, and no 
hope. 

"Maybe after that they 
could go back and start think¬ 
ing about which programs 
could be cut."

McGeer threatened to force boards to cut back 
10 per cent in their budgets and Bill Broadley, BCTF 
president and former Victorian, reacted by saying 
that a 25-per-cent, reduction in services could result 
from the move, including layoffs of between 6,000 
and 7,000 teachers in B.C.

The mystery of the half-fare 
for Indians continued to elude 
the Canadian Transport Com¬ 
mission Friday, although 
there was a hint from an un¬ 
expected source that the mat¬ 
ter may be cleared up by next 
week. 

Victoria lawyer Lawrence 
Fast emerged as a surprise 
expert of sorts, possibly able 
lo answer a question that has 
proved too much for all others 
— what Ls the origin of the 
half-fare for Indians on the 
Esquimau and Nanaimo Rail¬ 
way? 

The half-fare arrangement 
was mentioned by two Indian 
witnesses when the CTC 
began its Victoria hearing 
Monday into CP Rail’s appli¬ 
cation to end E & N passen¬ 
ger service on Vancouver Is¬ 
land. 


The matter bothered hear¬ 
ing chairman D. H. Jones, 
who recalled that the answer 
had eluded everyone at a sim¬ 
ilar application hearing in 
Victoria in 1970. 

On Friday CP counsel Nor¬ 
man Mullins admitted defeat, 
even though he seemed to be 
the man with the right con¬ 
nections to find the answer. 
Until recently he was em¬ 
ployed by the federal justice 
department and he told Jones 
he made use of his Ottawa 
contacts in this case. 

As a matter of fact, he put 
a tracer through CP Rail 
headquarters in Montreal and 
the Indian Affairs department 
in Ottawa. There was an ex¬ 
change of telex messages. But 
everyone struck out. 


Enter lawyer Fast, who has 
l>een appearing as counsel for 
the owichan Valley Region 
Board. 

He mentioned quietly that 
he was interested in such 
matters — in fact, had stud¬ 
ied the native question and 
w^as ose of the editors of the 
second volume of Native 
Rights in Canada. 

Fast said the native people 
had repeatedly requested free 
passage on trains at the time 
the Canadian West was being 
opened up. But they’d always 
been turned down. 

Like the Indians who tes¬ 
tified Monday, he felt the 
half-fare might have come 
about as a partial payment 
for turning lands over to rail¬ 
way companies.

$1 million each year to fi¬ 
nance a computer complex at 
Queen's Park here that is 
geared to help students 
choose their life’s vocation.

• Plan appropriate enter¬ 
tainment. especially if the 
wait for dinner is going to be 
long.

• Establish a parent-child 
dialogue. Develop a conversa¬ 
tion pattern that is positive. 
Topics may include the res¬ 
taurant itself. An Oriental or 
a Western restaurant can ini¬ 
tiate a discussion about Ko¬ 
modo dragons or steer roping. 

Word games are fun even 
for very young children. One 
example is the Color Game: 
what color is chocolate? 
Cherry? Lime? You can also 
play trivia on a pre-school 
level: what is the last letter of 
the alphabet? 

• Keep discipline low- 
keyed. When your child 
reaches over and grabs the 
french fries on your plate, try 
not to explode. In such a case 
the parent might say. I see 
that you like french fries. I'll 


share mine with you. Please 
don’t take anymore." 

This approach allows the 
child to keep his self-respect 
and eliminates verbal at¬ 
tacks.

TORONTO (CP) — A senior 
radiotherapist with Princess 
Margaret Hospital, a cancer 
treatment centre, said 
Wednesday that women 
should be made aware of all 
the treatment options avail¬ 
able fot* breast cancer and 
should have the right to 
choose. 

Dr. Vera Peters told a 
group of women attending a 
panel discussion that the fear 
of radical mastectomy in 
women threatened with breast 
cancer turns some patients 
into emotional paraplegics. 

“After 30 years of concerted 
interest and after studying 
thousands of cases, I believe 
that if possible—leave the 
breast, remove the lump and 
the suWival results will tie 
the same." she said. 

She added that one of the 
most agonizing decisions in 
medicine today is the one that 
must be made by the woman 
with early breast cancer and 
her surgeon. 

“Should the breast be re¬ 
moved completely in a radical 
mastectomy.” she asked, “or 
will cutting out the lump in a 
lumpectomy he enough lo 
save her life?"

Dear Mass.: The anxiety 
symptoms you descrihe are so 
fundamental I cannot con¬ 
ceive of a psychiatrist who 
would not acknowledge thriir 
existence. 

Start again to conquer your 
illness. You need another 
therapist. Check the mental 
health facilities in your city. 
There are incompetent plumb¬ 
ers. salespeople, auto me¬ 
chanics and psychiatrists.

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| Medical journal calls The Pill hazardous 


WASHINGTON (UFI) - A 
review of recent studies of the 
effects of ora] contraceptives 
shows The Pill has been as¬ 
sociated with blood clots, 
strokes, heart attacks, liver 
tumors, high blood pressure 
and gallbladder disease. 

And estrogen compounds 
used to treat menopausal 
symtoms were linked in De¬ 
cember with cancer of the 
uterus. 

The Medical Letter, a non¬ 
profit newsletter on drugs for 
doctors, said many recent re¬ 
ports have called attention to 
the hazards associated with 
oral contraceptives containing 
estrogens and oral estrogens 
used for menopausal prob¬ 
lems. 

The publication recom¬ 
mended in its current issue 
that physicians inform pa¬ 
tients as specifically as possi¬ 
ble about the risks associated 
with the use of pills. 

So far as blood clots are 
concerned, The Medical Let¬ 
ter said a 1974 report on a six- 


year study involving 46,000 
women showed that blood 
clots in the legs were five 
times more common in 
women who used oral con¬ 
traceptives. 

A report last year indicated 
the use of the birth control 
pill was associated with a 
four-fold increase in the risk 
of stroke caused by blood 
clots in the arteries leading to 
the brain. 

Another 1975 study said the 
use of oral contraceptives ap¬ 
peared to contribute to the 
risk of heart attack when 
other risk factors such as 
smoking, high blood pressure, 
diabetes and high cholesterol 
levels were present, a second 
report late last year found the 
risk of heart attack death in¬ 
creased 4.7 times in pill-users 
from 40 to 44 years old. 

Benign liver tumors also 
were linked to the estrogen- 
( containing birth control pills 
late last year. The Medical 
Letter said numerous studies 
have reported a sharp in¬ 


crease in liver tumors which 
previously were rare. 

Oral contraceptives caused 
high blood pressure in some 
patients, the report said, par¬ 
ticularly in women who have 
other risk factors. Orfe study 
found the incidence of high 
blood pressure was about 2.5 
times higher in pill-users. 

The Medical Letter said the 
association between the pill 
and gallbladder disease is 
well established with gall¬ 
stones occuring twice as often 
in women who use the pill. 

Breast cancer is more of a 


puzzle as far as an associa¬ 
tion with estrogens is con¬ 
cerned. Some esstrogen com¬ 
pounds have been found to in¬ 
crease the incidence of breast 
cancer in animals, but nu¬ 
merous studies have found no 
evidence that birth control 
pills increase the risk of 
breast cancer in women. 


"Some have even indicated 
that they may lower the in¬ 
cidence of benign breast 
tumors,” The Medical Letter 
said. However, it noted that 
an October report said the pill 
may increase breast cancer 
rates in women with already 


established benign breast 
cancer disease. 

Two studies reported in De¬ 
cember said oral estrogens 
used for menopausal symp¬ 
toms were associated with a 4 
to 14 times higher risk of de¬ 
veloping cancer of the uterus 
depending on the type of es¬ 
trogen used and the duration.

WASHINGTON (AP) - An 
exhaustive review of the ar¬ 
tificial sweetener cyclamate 
cannot establish with cer¬ 
tainty that it causes cancer in 
animals, says a U.S. National 
Cancer Institute report. 

The final report by the six- 
member committee was sent 
to Alexander M. Schmidt, 
U.S. food and drug commis¬ 
sioner, who requested it a 
year ago. 

The committee, headed by 
Dr. Arnold Brown of the 
Mayo Clinic and Medical 
School, reviewed the data of 
all previous cyclamate studies 
and reported: "No conclusion 
could be reached concerning 
the question of cyclamate's 
potential carcinogenicity in 
humans.” 

The committee, which pre¬ 
viously released its major 
findings, said there was a 95- 
per-cent probability that cy¬ 
clamate does not cause 
cancer in humans. The group 
blamed the insensitivity of 


current testing technology for 
the inability to resolve the 
question with absolute cer¬ 
tainty. 

Schmidt has been under 
pressure from industry to re¬ 
verse the 1969 Food and Drug 
Administration (FDA) ban on 
using cyclamate — 30 to 50 
times sweeter than sugar — 
in food and drugs. 

The committee said it is 
still concerned about "the 
statistically-eignificant in¬ 
crease in tumors in cycla- 
mate-treated animals from 
several studies.”

Stick with it 
pope advises 


VATICAN CITY (UPI) — 
Pope Paul VT says marriages 
must last, even if lo\t? fades. 

In an annual address to 
.judges of the Vatican’s court 
of appeals, the tribunal of the 
sacred Roman Rota, the pope 
said once a couple has validly 
said “I do,’’ it is committed 
forever. 

Denouncing permissiveness 
by some church courts, the 
pontiff said considering love 
the standard for deciding if a 
marriage survives would in 
effect lead to divorce, which 
the Roman Catholic Church 
forbids. 

Church courts are allowed 
to grant only annulments 
ruling that a marriage was 
null and void from the start 


for lack of consent or the like. 

“Some trends, springing 
from certain modem schools 
of thought . . . sometimes ex¬ 
aggerate the importance of 
conjugal love and personal im¬ 
provement and end by shov¬ 
ing aside, if not entirely drop¬ 
ping, the fundamental asset of 
childbirth and considering 
love as such a juridically rele¬ 
vant element that the very 
validity of the matrimonial 
link is subordinated to it,” ths 
pope said. 

“Matrimony is not created 
by the free will of men, but 
has been established by God, 
who has endowed it with laws 
of its own . . . from a sponta¬ 
neous feeling, love turns into 
a demanding duty.”

It is seventh 
among the sugar-producing 
countries of the world. 

As Western Europe be¬ 
comes more dangerous for 
tourists, and Russia js cer¬ 
tainly one of the most uncom¬ 
fortable countries in the world 
for travellers who venture 
beyond Leningrad and Mos¬ 
cow', the varied charm and 
fascination of South Africa 
should make it the most at¬ 
tractive coyptry in the world 
for tourists. Capetown with its 
breath-taking coastal drive is 
a city of astonishing beauty. 

Pretoria, which shares the 
honor of being the country’s 
capital with Capetown, is also 
a city of great beauty. Dur¬ 
ban on the Indian Ocean is 
the prime tourist attraction 
and holiday resort. 

Kruger National Park, how¬ 
ever, is one of the most fas¬ 
cinating places in sill Africa. 
It is the most famous game 
sanctuary in the world. 

Here is one of those strange 
anomalies which bewilder 
non-South Africans. No black 
person may pass through the 
park or visit it. If South Afri¬ 
ca could rid itself of some of 
these unnecessary features of 
its life, it would vastly im¬ 
prove its posture in the eyes 
of the world. 

Nevertheless it is essential 
to understand that no interna¬ 
tional bullying is going to 
pressure South Africa into a 
course in which it does not 
believe. Moreover most “lib¬ 
eral” Westerners are utterly 
unaware of the history of 
South Africa, the tradition of 
the Great Trek in escape 
from British domination and 
the Zulu wars with the in¬ 
vaders from the other end or 
the country. 

TThv are even more unaware 
of the desperate need the 
West has of South Africa, of 
her enormous power, of her 
strategic control of access to 
the Indian Ocean, and the 
hungry Communist aggres¬ 
siveness to gain control of the 
country. 


The Communist party 
congress enthusiastically 
pledged whole-hearted sup¬ 
port to leftist movements 
throughout the world. 

Nowhere is their campaign 
more cunning and vicious 
than in South Africa. One 
wishes that the rigidity of 
apartheid would lessen, but it 
is ironical that this most 
racist nation of Russia, which 
has liquidated millions of its 
minorities and moved millions 
of Lithuanians and Latvians 
to the Chinese border, or the 
racist black African states 
who have practised the most 
gross injustice, should criti¬ 
cize South Africa and use this 
pretense to separate South 
Africa and the West. 

The living standards of the 
blacks steadily improve, and 
for the majority, especially in 
education and social welfare, 
are vastly superior to any 
other place in Africa. 

This is one of the loveliest, 
richest, most powerful and 
most strategic nations on the 
face of the earth, so it is little 
wonder that the Communists 
cast covetous eyes on it. 

With incredible stupidity 
Western nations have joined 
the Communists in achieving 
this disastrous alienation of 
South Africa and the West. 
The encouragement of black- 
while co-operation in South 
Africa would be of immense 
benefit to humanity and pre¬ 
vent a tragic confrontation 
and conflict which would 
escalate through Africa and 
far beyond. 

South Africa has a strategic 
value as the Communists take 
over the north and east. South 
Africa accounts for 40 per cent 
of Africa’s industrial produc¬ 
tion. The Witwatersrand- 
Basin has produced 40 per 
cent of the gold mined in the 
world. South Africa has fan¬ 
tastic resources of water 
power, coal, copper, the 
world’s largest source of van¬ 
adium, the world’s largest re¬ 
serves of manganese — 10 
times greater than those in 
Russia — and has taken giant 
strides in processing uranium 
ore. 




























































































































































Tireless worker revisits region 

Ecumenism nearer than many think? 


Call; Colonist Vitoria, 8.C.. Sat.. March 13, 1976 

Series of talks 
begins Tuesday 


Christian churches working 
toward ecumenism are “one” 
in a more profound way than 
they are divided, Msgr. Mi¬ 
chael O’Connell told an infor¬ 
mal meeting on ecumenism 
this week. 

But still needed is more dia¬ 
logue among members as well 
as at the level of church lead¬ 
ers. the former vicar-igeneral 
of the Roman Catholic diocese 
of Victoria said. 

“We need to pray together, 
to talk together.” 

O’Connell spoke at two pub¬ 
lic meetings this week. Tues¬ 
day night he was at St. 
Peter's parish hall, Nanaimo. 
Wednesday night he 
addressed more than ,100 peo¬ 
ple of several denominations 
in St. Andrew’s activity 
centre, Victoria. Sponsor was 
the InterAction team for the 
Roman Catholic diocese of 
Victoria. 

He left Victoria in October. 
1974, to become director of 
ecumenism for the Canadian 
Catholic Conference of Bish¬ 
ops in Ottawa. The last three 
days of this week he is attend¬ 
ing the first provincial consul¬ 
tation on church co-operation 
In Vancouver. 

He has for many years been 
a tireless worker in the field 
of ecumenism and is a formic- 
president of the Greater Vic¬ 
toria Council of Churches. 

He pointed out Wednesday 
night that the Catholic confer-

ence is not a member of the 
Canadian Council of Churches 
but there are six centres in 
Canada, including Victoria, 
where Roman Catholics are 
full-fledged members of 
church councils and in 20 na¬ 
tions of the world they belong 
to the national church coun¬ 
cils. 

“Roman Catholics are late¬ 
comers in the ecumenical 
movement,” he said. “We 
stood apart in the earlier 
days.” 

He recalled how Paul Wat¬ 


son, a convert to Catholicism 
and founder of the Society of 
the Atonement in New York 
State, prayed in the early 
years of this century for a re¬ 
turn of other Christians to the 
Roman Catholic Church. 

This had progressed. O’Con¬ 
nell said, in the 1930s to the 
belief of Abbe Paul Couturier 
of Lyons, France, that it was 
closer to the mark to pray for 
the kind of union that God 
wants. 

After the Second World 
War. scholars of all churches 
began to come together to 
consider the values of ecu¬ 
menism. 

There was the belief that 
the Roman Catholic Church, 
which had traditionally been 
represented as “the true 
church,” actually was the 
only true church. This has 
changed, O’Connell said, and 
Catholics say that “the true 
church of Christ subsists in 
the Roman Catholic Church,” 
not ruling out the validity of 
the way of other Christians. 

“We, in spite of abusing au¬ 
thority and in spite of fail¬ 
ures, are constantly growing 
in undertanding and com¬ 
munication,” the speaker 
said. “We learn, they learri, 
and we hope to be more faith¬ 
ful some day to the traditions 
of the First Century." 

The former vicar general is 
working in co-operation with 
other denominations on many 


studies including prisons, cap¬ 
ital punishment, the popula¬ 
tion explosion, development of 
the North and inter-church so¬ 
cial action projects. 

Nine days ago. he said, 
leaders of Presbyterian. Lu¬ 
theran. United, Roman Catho¬ 
lic and Anglican churches met 
with Prime Minister Trudeau 
and several cabinet ministers. 

Trudeau told the group he 
wanted more contact with 
church leaders and indicated 
a willingness to discuss social 
problems with them. 

Discussion of church union 
with Roman Catholics was in¬ 
troduced by the United 
Church of Canada In 1974. 
O’Connell said. “We met with 
them last fall and accepted 
(their proposal for dialogue), 
prompted by the Holy Spirit.” 

An outreach in the explora¬ 
tion of common faith is now 
going on with the Canadian 
Jewish Congress, he said, and 
in some Canadian cities Mus¬ 
lims are involved. 

“The key phrase is unity 
and diversity,” he said. 
"Should churches unite and 
create a new communion? No, 
but they can keep learning 
and keep experiencing and 
working for the day of com¬ 
plete recognition of each 
other's faith in relation to the 
early Christians.” 

Very dear to His heart, he 
said, is the recognition of the

A visual history of Jewish 
communities in Western Can¬ 
ada will begin a year-long 
tour of the West at the Cen¬ 
tennial Museum in Vancouver 
Sunday. 

Following a one-month stay 
in Vancouver, the exhibit will 
come to Victoria where it will 
be on display at the provincial 
archives from April 29 to May 
30. 

Subsequent showings will be 
in Calgary, Edmonton, Saska¬ 
toon and Regina. After a 
break of about four months it 
w ill be shown in Winnipeg in 
the summer and fall of next 
year. 

The exhibit, titled Journey 
Into Our Heritage, has been 
prepared by the Jewish His¬ 
torical Society of Western 
Canada and financed by the 
National Museums of Canada 
and private subscription. 

It depicts the arrival, life 
and times of the Jewish im¬ 
migrants in Western Canada 
and, in contrast, the commu¬ 
nity today. 

Forty-four panels, 11 sup¬ 
plementary volumes of docu¬ 
ments and photos, seven 
showcases and three audio¬ 
visual units tell the story. 

The story-line was written 
and \jie project planned and 
co-ordinated by Harry Gutkin, 
chairman of the society, as¬ 
sisted by Dorothy Hershfield, 
executive director, and archi¬ 
vist Esther Nisenholt. 

Jewish historical and ar¬ 
chives groups across Western 
Canada have participated in 
collection of the material. 

In Victoria the vice- 
president of the Jewish His¬ 
torical Society of B.C., Allan 
Klenman, tracked down docu¬ 
ments, photos and objects of 
cultural and religious signifi¬ 
cance for the exhibit. 

Victoria will figure promin- 
1 enlly in the displays because 


Temple Emanuel Synagogue, 
completed here in 1863, was 
the earliest built west of 
Toronto and is the oldest In 
continuous use for worship in 
Canada. It is believed to be 
the second oldest in continu¬ 
ous use for religious purposes 
in North America. 

Klenman this week recalled 
names of some of the congre- ; 
gation in those early days. 

There was Humphrey Bela- 
tco, father of David, the 
famous New York theatrical 
impressario who was born in 
Victoria. There was Selim j 
Franklin, the first Jewish per- j 
son to sit in any Canadian 
legislature. He was MLA for 
Victoria in 1860. His brother, 
Lumley, was mayor of Victo¬ 
ria in 1866. 

There was Kady Gambitz, 
who opened a clothing store 
on Yates Street in 1858. He 
sold it in 1865 to T. and W. 
Wilson. Now operated by fam¬ 
ily descendants, it is known 
as W. and J. Wilson. 

W. F. Herre, a member of 
that early congregation, 
opened the first lending li¬ 
brary here in 1858. Simon 
Leiser, another member, built 
and operated the Royal 
Theatre. 

Others were H. E. Levy, 
special peace officer and 
member of the volunteer fire 
department, and Alexander 
Mayer, Grand Master of the 
Masons in B.C. in 1891. 

There was Morris Moss, Ca¬ 
nadian government Indian 
agent, collector of customs, 
mining promoter and trader 
in the Queen ■^Charlotte Is¬ 
lands. He left nis name on 
Moss Bay, Moss Passage and 
Moss Street. 

Henry L. Nathan was elect¬ 
ed MLA for Victoria in 1871 
and the following year headed 
the polls to become an MP for 
Victoria, the first Jew to sit in 
the House ol Commons.

One million copies of scrip¬ 
ture will be available to visi¬ 
tors at the Olympic Games in 
Montreal this year, members 
of the Victoria branch of the 
Canadian Bible Society were 
told at the Metropolitan Unit¬ 
ed Church. 

Several thousand young 
people will distribute the 
texts. Rev. Howard Zurbrigg 
of Toronto told the meeting. 

Zurbrigg, secretary of the 
society for production, supply 
and distribution, was key 
speaker. 

He told of another Canadian 
project, the supply of scrip¬ 
tures translated into the Viet¬ 
namese language, for refu¬ 
gees now living in Canada. 

He told of the co-operative 
international work of the 
various national Bible socie¬ 
ties. 

A Nigerian village chief 
works as a member of a team 
translating the Old Testament 
into the Hausa language. 
“Helping my people hear 


what God is saying to them,” 
is how he puts it. 

A former movie actor erf 
India now is production man¬ 
ager for printing and publish¬ 
ing Bibles in his country. An 
elderly widow In South Ameri¬ 
ca is training women how to 
distribute scriptures there. 

Treasurer Frank Martens 
reported local contributions 
for last year were more than 
534,000, an increase of almost 
25 per cent over the budget. 
This year’s budget of 530,000 
was approved. 

The Bible continues to be 
the world’s best seller, the an¬ 
nual meeting was told. 

It has been translated in 
whole or in part into 1,577 lan¬ 
guages representing mother 
tongues of 97 per cent of the 
world's peoples. 

Especially popular are the 
common language transla¬ 
tions. One of the first, the En¬ 
glish New Testament, Good 
News for Modern Man, has 
sold 50 million copies since 
1966. 


Churches enter 


plutonium fight 


ATLANTA (WP) - The go¬ 
verning board of the U.S. Na¬ 
tional Council of Churches 
this week called overwhelm¬ 
ingly for a moratorium on the 
commercial development of 
plutonium as an energy 
source. 

The board, representing 40 
million Protestant and Ortho¬ 
dox Christians in the United 
States, declared that caution 
in plutonium development is 


vital before irreversible tech¬ 
nological commitments affect¬ 
ing future generations are 
made. The resolution urges 
the federal government to 
halt plutonium development 
"so that the people of the 
United States can assess the 
pros and cons of the issues.” 

The council’s entry into the 
nuclear energy debate result¬ 
ed from its belief that the 
issue is thoroughly a moral 
one.

LONDON 111PD Oiip of 
fha left-wing rebels who 
forced Prime Minister Harold 
Wilson into a confidence vote 
branded him a "political 
thug” Friday. Opposition 
leader Margaret Thatcher 
called him a "sorry figure” 
heading a "dying govern¬ 
ment." 

The new attacks against 
Wilson came less than 24 
hours after he crushed a left- 
wing rebellion in his govern¬ 
ing Labor party and appeared 
to have reasserted for the 
time being, at kiasi his au¬ 
thority over it. 

Maureen Cblquhoun, one of 
• group of rebel I^ahor MPs. 
•aid "Mr. Wilson and Mr. 
Healey (Chancellor of the Ex¬ 
chequer Denis! have broken 
party guidelines and the code 
of conduct which governs ro¬ 
tation* between party 
members. 

"They have behaved like 
political thugs,” she said in 
an angry letter to Labor 
Party chairman Cledwyn 
Hughes. 

Mrs. Thatcher said in a 
speech at Cambridge, 'the 
prime minister is a sorry fig¬ 
ure. heading a disunited and 
discredited cabinet." 

"His Is a dying and discre¬ 
dited government. He must go 
- and go now.” 


Syphilis 

organism 

isolated 


MELBOURNE, Fla. (UPD 
Scientists at Florida Insti¬ 
tute of Technology have iso¬ 
lated the organism responsi¬ 
ble for syphilis and may be on 
their way to developing a vac¬ 
cine fco prevent the veneral 
disease. 

Dr. Ronald Johns, head of 
♦he research team at the col¬ 
lege’s medical research insti¬ 
tute. said the scientists had 
Isolated the syphilis organism 
for the first time. This could 
mean development of a pre¬ 
ventive vaccine in the next 
few years. 

Hr said the scientists cul¬ 
tured syphilis In test tubes j 
and have injected laboratory i 
rabbits with a vaccine. 

Jones said a layer of slime, 
which he described as a cap¬ 
sule-like raincoat, covers the 
syphilis organism. He said the 
slime apparently is responsi¬ 
ble for binding the organism I 
to the body cells and tissue. 

Jones said the scientists 
could begin testing a vaccine 
on chimpanzees in two years, 
with sufficient funding, and i 
begin limited experiments on 
humans in three or four 
years. 


Wilson did not reply imme¬ 
diately to either attack. 

Mrs. Oolfiuhoun's anger was 
triggered by tough language 
used by Wilson and Healey in 
Parliament Thursday night 
against the rebellious left¬ 
wingers. 

The prime minister accused 
them of being in "an unholy 
alliance" with the Conserva¬ 
tives to undermine his govern¬ 
ment. 

Healey accused them of 
"blackmail.” 

Wilson, by winning a Com¬ 
mons confidence vote Thurs¬ 
day night, appeared to have 
placed himself squarely back- 
in the I.abor party's driving 
seat. 

But. I he Labor parly suf¬ 
fered severe defeats from the 
Conservatives in two parlia¬ 
mentary hyelections. whose 
results were announced Fri¬ 
day. 

There was growing specula¬ 
tion that lio soon might lose 
his commons ma jority and be 
forced into a general election. 


"We’ve given the govern¬ 
ment a heavy blow it well 
deserves," Mrs. Thatcher 
said. 

\ group of 36 left-wing l,a- 
borites abstained in a Com¬ 
mons vote Wednesday on 
government plans to slash $10 
billion off public spending, 
much of it on social services, 
causing a government defeat. 

An angry Wilson immedi¬ 
ately ordered a confidence 
vote, threatening resignation 
and an immediate general 
election if he lost. 

A combination of this threat 
and a tortguelashing by Wilson 
and Healey whipped the 
rebels back into line. Wilson 
won the confidence vote late 
Thursday 297-280.

Garden notes 


I am always reluctant to 
I tackle my annual job of ex- 
! plaining the pruning of roses, 
! for the problem is to make 
the operation clear and under- 
j standable without any dia¬ 
grams or illustrations. 

And as I can’t sketch for 
sour apples, the best I can do 
is spill out a lot of words in 
trig pious hope that they make 
some sense. 

Roses are pruned according 
to their class — whether they 
are hybrid teas, floribundas, 
ramblers etc. and to some 
extent, to their variety. 

Generally speaking, the 
weaker the growth, the more 
; you cut away, or as one old- 
1 time Scottish gardener put it 
| to me, you prune by the 
Bible: Matthew XXV, 29! 


Take, your time over the 
pruning job and think things 
out as you work, visualizing 
the bush as It will look after it 
has made its new growth. 

Don’t lug or pull at the 
stems as you cut: this may 
loosen the roots in th ground. 
If the ground is wet or 
muddy, get yourself a plank

“As a friend of woman's lib¬ 
eration," a young woman of 
my acquaintance wrote me 
the other day, and just that, 
phrase made me feel guilty 
hecause I hadn’t done any¬ 
thing for them lately. 

So I suppose I could excuse

I don’t think that excuses me 
from trying. 

Not being a woman I think 
the best thing I can do for the

If they would improve their 
attitudes toward men they 
would have a better chance of 
achieving their goals.

to stand or kneel on as you 
study your bush. 

Wear a stout pair of gloves 
as you work, as rose prickles 
can he murder on the hands. 

k k k 

Keep in mind the purpose of 
pruning: First, to remove all 
dead, injured or diseased 
wood. 

Second, to clear the centre 
of the bush of all ingrowing 
shoots so sun and air can 
reach all parts freely. 

Third, to limit the number 
of new shoots so the energy of 
the hush is channelled into 
just a few superb long¬ 
stemmed flowers rather than 
a great mass of small, poor 
blooms, and finally, to pre¬ 
serve the symmetry and 
shapeliness of the bush. 

With the hybrid teas, I start 
by taking out all dead shoots 
and any that show the charac¬ 
teristic mottling of the bark 
which indicates disease or 
frost injury. 

★ ★ ★ 

Next. I take out, as low as 
possible, any badly placed old 
stems which cross or mb 
against younger shoots, or 


which do not leave enough 
room for the proper develop¬ 
ment of this year’s shoots. 

With this done, I look over 
carefully the growth that re¬ 
mains. Always keep in mind 
lhat the thinner the shoot, the 
less likely it is to produce vig¬ 
orous new growth. Weak, 
spindly stuff, therefore, is cut 
out completely. 

k k k 

The old stems that remain 
are now shortened by at least 
half their length, and often to 
as little as one-third their for¬ 
mal length. 

To find the place to make 
your cut, look for a plump, 
healthy growth bud or a dor¬ 
mant eye low down on the 
stem and facing outward. 

Make your cut immediately 
above this eye; the cut should 
he slanting, sloping down wal'd 
toward the centre of the bush. 

The floribundas these are 
the roses that bear thhir fl >w- 
ers in clusters — don’t re¬ 
quire as severe pruning as the 
hybrid teas. 

Take out any weak or dead 
canes in their entirety, shor¬ 
ten the remaining stems by 
one-third to one-half their 


length, again to an outward¬ 
facing eye or bud, and do 
whatever shaping that may be 
necessary for symmetry. 

★ ★ ★ 

With older bushes, I think it 
is a good idea to take out one 
main stem every year, choos¬ 
ing the oldest and thickest, 
and using a small pruning 
saw- or long-handled loppers. 
This encourages replacement, 
shoots and leads to a gradual 
renewal of the whole bush. 

The climbers are a different 
story. The how and when they 
are pruned is indicated by the 
kind of flowers they bear. 

The small-flowered 
ramblers are treated like 
raspberries: every cane which 
has borne flowers is out right 
down to its base and one of 
thh new canes is tied in to 
take its place. 

Best time to do this is just 
after flowering ceases, usual¬ 
ly in late summer or fall. 

The large-flowered kinds 
need mush less drastic treat¬ 
ment. The laterals - - these 
are Ihe side shoots or sub- 
branches • should be cut 
hack to within two eyes of the 
main branch.

McClelland denies 
hospital budget cut 


Health Minister Robert 
McClelland and regional hos¬ 
pital board chairman Art 
Young clashed Friday over 
whether the region’s hospital 
building budget had been cut. 

McClelland insisted that the 
$22.3-million budget had not 
been slashed to $9 million. He 
said that only S9 niillion had 
been approved by his depart¬ 
ment because that was the 
cost of projects already under 
way. 

“There is no way the re¬ 
gional hospital district could 
spend $22 million plus this 
year, so we are saving the 


taxpayers money at least 
$100,000 in interest." he said. 
"It would be foolish to pay 
thal interest on money they 
are not going to spend. There 
have been no cutbacks. We 
have approved what they 
have on." 

Bui Young scoffed at 
McClelland's interest-saving 
claim. In projects such as 
hospitals, "nobody borrows 
money until it's been spend." 
he said.

McGEER LAUNCHES PROBE 

Are children 
being taught? 


A four-year program to 
check the value of the present 
education system in B.C. has 
been started by Education 
Minister Pat McGeer. 

McGeer said Friday he was 
determined to find out how 
justified was criticism that, 
schools were turning out grad¬ 
uates who could not read, 
write or spell. 

Phase one of the four-year 
long-range learning assess¬ 
ment plan this year will con¬ 
centrate on "functional skills 
.^L i reading, mathematical and 
■social studies-citizenship.” 

Phase two. 1977-78, will deal 
with functional skills 2 (writ¬ 
ing) and physical sciences. 

Phase three. 1978-79. goes 
back to functional skills 1 
treading, math) and career 
and occupational develop¬ 
ment. 

The final phase, 1979-80. will 
deal with functional skills 2 
(writing) and recreation and 
health education. 

"Schools are increasingly 
being criticized for failing to 
produce graduates wlio can 
read, write or spell." McGeer 
said. "Unfortunately we have 
no dependable data in B.C. to 
determine whether this criti¬ 
cism is justified or not. 

“I want to know what IhP' 
real facts are. and these can 
only be determined by a pro¬ 
perly-administered program 


of evaluation, designed to 
sample skills that young peo¬ 
ple need to learn, and to find 
out what proportion are in 
fact learning them." 

McGeer said once that in¬ 
formation was obtained his 
department "would have in¬ 
telligent backing for decisions 
that must be made to produce 
maximum results in the sys¬ 
tem. and to sustain these over 
a period of years.” 

The minister said the 
assessment program is dif- 
terem to 4te„<v\oimnaik>jLiiys- 
phased bid in'1974. 

"What it does represent is 
arr attempt, on the part of the 
government, to ensure that 
the school system is dedblop- 
ing basic skills in all chil¬ 
dren." 

"Many school districts are * 
now involved in assessment 
programs of their own and I 
commend them for that," 
McGeer said. "I challenge 
other districts to do the 
same." 

The first phase of the new 
study will concentrate on 
grades t. 8 and 12 with some 
parts of the program done on 
a random basis while other 
sections will be more compre¬ 
hensive.

The identity of the 
man still under treatment was 
not known. 

The five survivors were the 
captain, of the Okanagan 
area, crewmen John Kaliman, 
Ray Hoskins and Bill Kear¬ 
ney, all of the Vancouver 
area, and B. Vcldhuis, of 
Campbell River. 

Meanwhile, the Canadian 
Fishing Co. Ltd., owner of the 
Canfisco, said the $250,000 
vessel and its 100-ton load of 
herring were a total loss. 

A Canadian Coast Guard 
spokesman said the Canfisco 
radioed it had hit a rock in a 
blinding snowstorm during a 
50-knot gale at 5 a.m. Friday, 
and -that the crew was climb¬ 
ing on to the rock. 

Because of the poor weather 
a Search and Rescue heli¬ 


copter could not be dis¬ 
patched, but eight other fish¬ 
ing boats in the area immedi¬ 
ately began to search for the 
Canfisco. 

One of the boats, the Gail 
Bernice, spotted the Canfisco 
and proceeded to rescue the 
six. one of whom was still 
aboard the boat, one ap¬ 
parently Callow — was adrift 
in the stormy seas, and four 
were on a rocky shore. 


Homer Stevens, president of 
the United Fishermen and Al¬ 
lied Workers Union, noting 
Callow's death was the second 
of the herring season, said the 
Canfisco whs the eighth ship 
to go down. 

Last season 10 ships and 14 
men were lost.

(CP) A 
Canadian research ship res¬ 
cued the 23-man crew of the 
fisheries vessel Cape Frce.ls 
on Friday from Ihr storm- 
tossed Atlantic, 120 miles 
southeast of here. 

Some of the men were being 
treated for minor injuries re¬ 
ceived when they abandoned 
the Cape Froels at 2 a.pi. Fri¬ 
day after reporting that a fire 
had broken out in the engine 
room. 

The men spent about 15 
hours in three small open life¬ 
boats while gale-force winds 
whipped up heavy seas. 


"There are some cracked 
ribs and some of the men arc 
suffering exposure." a search 
and rescue centre spokesman 
said in Halifax. 

Temperatures were below 
freezing throughout the sur¬ 
vivor's day-long ordeal and 
wind-driven sn >w reduced visi¬ 
bility to half a mile at the 
best, of times. 

The Cape Freels and its 
crew drifted about 10 miles 
apart during the day and sci¬ 
entific research ship Hudson, 
which picked up the men. was 
headed for the abandoned 
ship.

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Late figures missing on E&N profit, loss

British Columbia has run 
into a stone wall in its efforts 
to ascertain the long-term 
profits and losses of the Es¬ 
quimau and Nanaimo Rail¬ 
way. a Canadian Transport 
Commission hearing was told 
Friday in Victoria., 

A provincial government re¬ 
searcher who was able to 
compile a list of mounting 
profits for the early part of 
the century, testified that CF 
Rail informed him no statis¬ 
tics were available for later 
dates. 

The hearing, dealing with 
CP Rail’s application to end 
E&N passenger service an 


Vancouver Island, also heard 
argument against the commis¬ 
sion’s right to rule in the com¬ 
pany’s favor. 

In addition, the last day of 
testimony and submission of 
briefs brought detailed claims 
that CP Rail had reaj>ed huge 
benefits in land and timber 
- grants — grants that wei'e 
supposedly part and parcel of 
the building of the railway. 

The hearing is expected to 
end early next week after 
final argument by the prov¬ 
ince. CP Rail, the Cowichan 
Valley Region Board and 
others concerned. It began 
last week with a four-day ses¬ 
sion at Courtenay before mov¬ 
ing to Victoria Monday. 

The two commissioners are 


chairman D. H. Jones and E. 
H. La Horde. 

Specifically, the company is 
applying for the right to end 
ail passenber service and sus¬ 
pend both passenger and 
freight service between 
Parksville and Courtenay. 
The Courtenay-Parksville 
traffic was halted by the rail¬ 
way last July on grounds that 
two trestles were unsafe. 

The company maintains the 
E&N is losing too much 
money to warrant future pas¬ 
senger service. 

Gordon Lloyd, research of¬ 
ficer with the B.C. transport 
department, worked his way 
through a long list of figures 
Friday indicating that early 
losses on the railway had

Second Kentucky blast 
kills 11 mine volunteers 


PARTRIDGE. KY. (UPI) - 
Eleven men on a volunteer 
safety misssion deep un¬ 
derground were found dead 
Friday, raising to 26 the death 
toll from two methane gas ex¬ 
plosions in the same mine in 
two days. 

Fifteen miners were killed 
by a blast that rocked the 
Scotia Coal Co. Mine Tuesday. 
The 11 .victims found Friday 
huddled in the same shaft had 
climbed inside to try to find 
out what c au s ed t h e first e*- 
TTlosiormnd'IrrTtenr the -mine 
of poisonous gas. 

Friday’s dead included 
three federal mine inspectors 
and one miner who had been 
working underground Tues¬ 
day. escaped safely and then 
volunteered to go back into 
the tunnel Thursday night to 
help find the cause of the first 
blast. 

’’These men . . . gave their 
lives In the pursuit of infor¬ 
mation that would help pre¬ 
vent further tragic ac¬ 
cidents," said Kentucky Gov. 


Julian Carroll. "The cost of 
26 lives is a price too high for 
Kentucky families, the fami¬ 
lies of the federal mine safety 
officers, for any family to 
pay. But it has been paid.” 

The blasts and underground 
cave-ins occurred 59 hours 
apart. 

Two other mine inspectors 
survived the latest explosion, 
stumbling 5,009 feet through 
the tunnels to safety early 
Friday. The bodies of the 11 
victims were, fuund 13 hours 
after the explosion Thursday 
night. 

"This can’t be true” 
screamed a young woman 
when the word was passed 
among relatives that there 
were no survivors among the 
trapped men. She was stand¬ 
ing in a chilly rain with other 
relatives and family friends or 
the dead men around a con¬ 
crete-block washroom near 
the mine. 

The bodies were found Fri¬ 
day hv 20 rescue workers w ho 
made their way into the area 


of the explosion alter a giant 
borer drilled a 15-foot-wide 
hole in the top of the mine. 

H. W. Kirkpatrick. Ken¬ 
tucky commissioner of mines 
and minerals, said the bodies 
of the 11 men were left in the 
mine because of the fear of 
more explosions. 

“We made the decision to 
remove the rescuers and 
leave the bodies in place be¬ 
cause of uncertain conditions 
In the mine,” said Kirkpa- 

4 xick_“We don’t know for 

stfre what killed thorn; bui I 
tool they were killed by the 
blast.” 

The two men who esca[>ed 
said they thought the men 
still trapped were alive short¬ 
ly after the explosion. They 
had about an hour's supply of 
oxygen. 

Relatives of the trapped 
men waited for 13 hours in a 
steady drizzle until they were 
told their loved ones were 
dead. They then were led to 
Kentucky stale police cars for 
the long drive home.

In each of 1923 
and 1928 the amounts shown 
surpassed $400,000. 

Lloyd told B.C. government 
counsel Melvin Smith he ob¬ 
tained the early figures from 
Poor’s Manual of Railroads 
and similar publications, but 
ran into trouble when he tried 
to carry his research beyond 
the year 1928. 

He said there was a lack of 
published statistics from 1929 
through 1931 and that in 1932 
all K & N Railway financial 
data was aggregated with CP 
Rail material. 

According to the witness. 

M. H. Smith, B.C. director of 
constitutional and administra¬ 
tive law, wrote the CP Rail 
law department in Montreal 
last Dec. 11 requesting the 
necessary information. The 
reply more than a month 
ibter advised him simply that 
the figures were "not avail¬ 
able.” 

Lloyd said Smith wrote 
again Feb. 2 saying his re¬ 
quest must have been "misin¬ 
terpreted” and asking once 
more for the information. 

While there was no written 
reply, the government counsel 
(Melvin Smith) said he re¬ 
ceived a phone call from CP 
Rail the .last w'eek in Febru¬ 
ary informing him the "fig¬ 
ures were unavailable." 

The company maintains its 
losses on the E&N were 
$231,521 in 1974. the last year 
for which complete figures 
are available. 

Among the seemingly end¬ 
less supply of figures Lloyd 
showered on the commission 
were those claiming CP Rail 
had : 

• Sold more than 772.000 
acres in timber for more than 
$136 million between 1S46 and 
1969; 

• Sold more than 2.1 mil¬ 
lion acres of land between 
1893 and 1970; 

• Received in cash grants 
from Canada more than $1.5 
million between 1886 and 1915. 

The last acreage from land 
grants was sold in 1970, he 
said. & 

Lloyd waslanable to match 
land grant fleures with cash 
from sales, wh&n he attempt¬ 
ed to find Jie answer in the 
Victoria land registry office 
he was confronted with what 
seemed like an almost impos¬ 
sible lask — evidence that 
there had been at least 5,000 
individual land sales and pos¬ 
sibly "very many more than 
that." 

Barbara Wallace (NDP— 
Cowichan—Malahat) repeated 
her argument that the CTC 
didn’t have the jurisdiction to 
allow CP Rail to discontinue 
service. Her point is based on 
the contention thal continual 
service was part of the agree¬ 
ment with Canada when the 
railway was built. 

Speaking about a brief she 
entered on behalf of herself 
and two other NDP MLAs — 
David Stupich, Nanaimo, and 
Charles Barber, Victoria — 
Mrs. Wallace said the main 
decision on what lay in store 
for the E & N might be up tr> 
an all-encompassing federal 
study. 

The brief notes that the fed¬ 
eral government accepted the 
responsibility last June of pro¬ 
viding an efficient total trans¬ 
portation system for the 
country — one providing all 
types of transj)ort. 

The new needs would ob¬ 
vio usly .b e the sutyect of a 
master-studyv Mrs. Wallace 
said, meaning that the CTC 
'should be cautious about what 
it does in the meantime. 

She asked that if the CTC 
decides it has jurisdiction to 
rule in the case before it 
"and if it find in favor of CP" 
any decision be idelayed 
until the master plan hearings 
are completed. 

The brief attempts to shoot 
clown the CP Rail contention 
that it wasn't granted the 
lands, timber and minerals or 
the E & N, but bought them 


when it bought the railway 
early in Ih^ventury. 

"We submit that this ar¬ 
gument is off the point; that 
theobligations of the E&N 
clearly passed on to the com¬ 
pany, and would have done 
so no matter what the price,” 
the brief says. 

Referring to 1905 reports in 
the Colonist and other 
sources, the three NDP 
members say figures show 
that the railway — bought for 
$1,250,000 in 1905 — would ac¬ 
tually have been worth about 
$40 million at that time be¬ 
cause of the land, timber and 

They argue in their brief 
that the original principal 
owner, Robert Dunsmuir, 
wouldn’t have let it go for 


such a low' price if he hadn’t 
wanted to get rid of a con¬ 
tract that would bind him to 
providing service "whether 
thal service was in itself prof¬ 
itable or not.” 

The brief, touching on testi¬ 
mony that CP Rail had neg¬ 
lected the E&N and refused 
to spend much money promot¬ 
ing it, says in part: 
mineral rights involved. 

“We submit thal the weight 
of this evidence of neglect, 
abuse, virtual sabotage of the 
passenger service is such that 
it is astonishing, not to hear 
that the company records 
small losses, but that there 
are still some hardy souls 
who manage somehow', and 


despite the company, to learn 
of the service and use it.” 

The brief also talks of grow¬ 
ing population of Vancouver 
Island, the need for freight 
service for farmers, and of 
highway traffic problems. 

Called as a witness by Mrs. 
Wallace, John Mika told of 
discussing the E and N with 
former NDP transport min¬ 
ister Robert Strachan while 
serving as Strachan’s execu¬ 
tive assistant. 

He said Strachan had want¬ 
ed to widen the island High¬ 
way to four lanes, but that 
costs were prohibitive. 

“We both discussed the E & 
N Railway.” Mika said, as a 
line that, "could be better 
used in the future.” 


A former Victoria newspa¬ 
perman. Mika said he was in¬ 
terested in figures that 
shewed 53 fatalities on the Is¬ 
land Highway in 1972 (outside 
urban areas) in comparison 
with 716 deaths on all roads 
and streets in B.C. the same 
year 

"I understand the same 
year there were 17 fatalities 
on Canadian railroads.'” 

Mika was cross-examined 
by CP Rail counsel Norman 
Mullins, who asked him If he 
had sought Strachan's consent 
to give out “confidential infor¬ 
mation." 

“No. I don’t regard it as 
confidential. He (Strachan) 
spoke publicly about it many 
times.” 


All publicity good for business? 


Even bad publicity might be 
good for business on the rail¬ 
way. 

That possibility emerged 
Friday in the form of a sur¬ 
vey entered as evidence at a 
Canadian Transport Commis¬ 
sion hearing. 

One question on the survey 
conducted by the B.C. trans¬ 
port department showed that 
only 4.76 per cent of those 
responding were attracted to 
the E and N Railway by ad¬ 
vertising. 

At the same time, 20.63 per 
cent said they were riding the 
Dayliner because of news 
items they had read or heard. 

Most of the publicity given 
the E and N in recent years 
has been anything but flatter¬ 
ing. The railway has come 
under attack for its service 
and CP Rail’s bid to end pas¬ 
senger service. 

The CTC hearing, which 
continues in Victoria Monday, 
is concerned with CP Rail’s 
application to discontinue pas¬ 
senger service. 

The mounds of evidence en¬ 
tered s t far include com¬ 
plaints that the company 
spends very little money on 
advertising the E and N ser¬ 
vice. 

A1 least one CP Rail official 
has already said most people 
probably knew' of the line's 
existence through the publici¬ 
ty. 

The survey was conducted 


by transport department re¬ 
search officer Gordon Lloyd 
and a student employee who 
rode the Dayliner last sum¬ 
mer, distributing question¬ 
naires and talking to passen¬ 
gers. 

Actually, only 66 passengers 
were involved, although Lloyd 
pointed out that they repre¬ 
sented 133 passengers — when 
you count up their family 
members. 

Some other interesting find¬ 
ings: 

• No one found the sched¬ 
ule inconvenient. Some 75.36 


per cent said it was conve¬ 
nient. To 24.63 per cent it was 
at least satisfactory. 

• Of those riding the 
train, 61.69 per cent were 
from Vancouver Island, and 
19.40 per cent each from other 
parts of B.C. and outside the 
province. 

• The, largest group — 
37.31 per cent — were taking 
the ride strictly for pleasure. 
Only 10.44 per cent were 
going shopping in another 
town. 

• More than 55 per cent 


of the riders said they made 
the trip less than once a year 
— less than 2 per cent, daily. 

• The best marks went to 
the Dayliner staff. No one 
deemed it poor. Better than 91) 
per cent said the trainmen 
were always good. 

The invitation for comments 
brought the claim from 9.1 
per cent. that, the company 
should return its land grants 
if it doesn’t keep the train in 
service. An equal numljer 
said there should be two in¬ 
stead of one train. 


No aid in Vancouver? 


Human Resources Minister 
William Vander Zalm said 
Friday that Greater Van¬ 
couver might be designated 
as an area where transients, 
expected to Hood in for the 
United Nations Habitat con¬ 
ference May 31 to June 11, 
will be denied aid under a 
crackdown on welfare abuse. 

Vander Zalm also said his 
department is wasting no 
time in implementing its 
tough new policy to trim the 
fat from welfare rolls. 

The plan the minister dis¬ 
closed contained the follow¬ 
ing: 


• Immediate plans call for 
the setting up of a team of 
about two dozen eligibility 
investigators a “flying 
squad” — that would roam 
the province seeking welfare 
infractions. 

• Maps designating low- 
employment areas where 
transients will not get welfare 
are now being prepared. 

• Consideration is being 
given to designating the Van¬ 
couver urea as one where 
transients will be denied wel¬ 
fare. 

Vander Zalm said the action 
would not be made on the 
basis that it could be classed 


as a jobless area. Rather, he 
said, it would come about be¬ 
cause it is expected the city 
will draw a massive number 
of transients attracted by the 
Habitat conference. 

The move to declare Van- 
couver an area where welfare 
might not be available to 
tiansiets could come into con- 
I'liet with Canada Assistance 
Plan regulations. 

Under terms of the federal- 
provincial agreement on wel- 
lare cost-sharing, provinces 
are not allowed to establish 
residency requirements for 
welfare applicants. 



Second man acquitted 


Robert Joseph Gelineau. 22, 
of Vancouver was found not 
guilty Friday by a Victoria 
county court jury of armed 
robbery. 

The jury deliberated three 
hours and live minutes before 
brfhging in its verdict on the 
ll)th day of the trial. 

Gelineau was accused of 
holding up the liquor store at 
Gorge shopping centre for 
$19,000 April 12, 1975. 

Gordon Norman Com ley, 
also known as Damon Gre¬ 
gory Home. 33, of no fixed 
address, jointly accused with 
Gelineau, was found not guilty 
Thursday in a verdict direct¬ 
ed by Judge Leslie Cashman. 

The robbery, which oc¬ 
curred between 9:30 and 9:50 
p.m. April 12, a Saturday 
night, was the biggest armed 
robbery in Greater Victoria. 

Crown counsel D. H. Gray, 
summing up before the jury,

said there should be little dif¬ 
ficulty in deciding that a 
speeding car in the area just 
after the robbery was the 
same as one found a little 
later in a driveway and thal it 
was owned by Gelineau. 

There was evidence from 
Gelineau’s mother and a hotel 
manager that Gelineau was in 
Victoria on the evening of the 
robbery, he said. 

Gray suggested the jury 
could draw an inference from 
Gelineau’s mother giving her 
son $20 that evening that he 
was Jjroke. Yet, several days 
later when he was arrested in 
Vancouver, he was "suddenly 


wealthy" having spent or hav¬ 
ing on him about i$800. 

In addition, Gelineau was 
arrested in a hotel room 
which was registered in a dif¬ 
ferent name and there were 
identification papers in the 
room in yet another name, 
Gray said. 

Defence counsel Gordon 
Hayes of Vancouver said the 
Crown’s case showed "abso¬ 
lutely nothing" and he de¬ 
scribed it as “a dazzling 
array of non-evidence, specu¬ 
lation, conjecture, suspicion 
perhaps, but not evidence." 

He said Gelineau had been 
working for the year Ijefore 


the robbery and it would not 
be unusual for a person visit¬ 
ing another city to find him¬ 
self short of money. 

There was "no proof” Ge- 
lineau wasn’t at his Van¬ 
couver home In the days im¬ 
mediately after the robbery 
and the receipts in the hotel 
room didn't show whether 
they were his or that of a girl 
who was also in the room. 

None of the eyewitnesses to 
the robbery could identify 
anyone, he said, and two li¬ 
quor store employees couldn't 
identity Comiey or Gelineau 
as the men involved when 
they saw them five days after 
the incident. 

He also said one crown 
witness, the hotel manager, 
had provided Gelineau with 
an alibi (“although he does 
not need it”) by saying he 
registered between 9 and 10 
p.m.

Premier Feng Hstao-ping 
against Communist party 
c hairman Mao Tse-tung. 

The agency said the strug¬ 
gle was being conducted ‘in 
an organized way” and Mao 
would win out in this “trial of 
strength.” 

“From the very beginning 
the struggle against the revi¬ 
sionists line has been proceed¬ 
ing in an organized way under 
the leadership of party orga¬ 
nizations at all levels,” the 
article said. 


Although Teng has not been 
named specifically in official 
media, it has been made un¬ 
mistakably clear that he is 
the main target of a criticism 
campaign launched by the 82- 
year-old Mao. 

On Wednesday, an editorial 
in the party newspaper, Peo¬ 
ple's Daily, gave the first au¬ 
thoritative editorial guidance 
lor conducting the campaign. 


New China news agency 
carried the text of the editori¬ 
al in its English language 
overseas transmission, the 
first time the agency had in¬ 
cluded in its foreign service 
anything related directly to 
the weeks-long campaign. 

Scores of articles have been 
published in the People’s 
Daily and other newspapers 
during the past few weeks, 


but the agency and Peking 
radio only carried them in 
their domestic service.

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Indian groups to smoke peace pipe

COURTENAY Two Indi¬ 
an groups. at loggerheads for 
years, are about to smoke the 
peace pipe. 

A historic Pow Wow be¬ 
tween status and non-status 
Indians will be held here in 
May to discuss possible union. 

The first combined meeting 
between the two groups will 
take place at a four-day con¬ 
vention of the B.C. Indian 
Chiefs. 

Donna Tyndall of Cour¬ 


tenay. president of the Comox 
Valley chapter, B.C. Associa¬ 
tion of non-status Indians, an¬ 
nounced the historic get to¬ 
gether at a meeting of the 
Community Planning Adviso¬ 
ry Committee here Thursday. 

About 1,000 Indians are ex¬ 
pected to attend the meeting, 
being held either outdoors or 
at the new Comox Valley 
Sjjorts Centre. 

"Hopefully, this will be the 
start of bringing about union 
between the two groups," she 
said. 

Aim ol the meeting is to 


form one strong, united group 
to press for just settlement of 
Indian land claims. 

Some Indians, she admits, 
are dead set against having 
non-status Indians back. 
Thfre has been a lot of ani- 
mpsity, on the coast especial¬ 
ly, among status Indians 
wanting to keep non-status In¬ 
dians out, she said. 

^Accusing the federal gov¬ 
ernment of "doing a very 
gdori job of splitting the two 
gtbups,” Mrs. Tyndall said, 
"They have been very 
Successful at keeping us at 
each others throats for many 
year — but we now realize 


their ploy and vve have smar¬ 
tened up." 

She is hoping the land 
claims issue will be settled 
with government rather than 
through the courts, but added, 
"I am warning Indians not to 
rush ihto any quick deals." 

Convinced that a deal has 
already been discussed by the 
federal government and the 
B.C. government. Tyndall 
said: "Right now there is a 
very real danger that Indians 
will be rushed into making a 
quick deal so that government 
can be rid of this,problem. 

"We are not prepared, how¬ 


ever, to rush into another 
James Bay decision." 

Estimating that there are 
60,000 non-status Indians in 
B.C., she warned that consid¬ 
erable amount of money 
would be involved in changing 
the "status thing”, and pre¬ 
dicts the Indian affairs de¬ 
partment cannot be expected 
to act very quickly on the 
matter. 

"But,” she said, "Indian 
people are no longer prepared 
to live by the department 
laws." 

Many Indians, she said, 
have rejected government 
funding and are concentrating 


on the land claims issue with 
their own money and re¬ 
sources. 

People in the poorer re¬ 
serves are the ones who are 
willing to sacrifice in order to 
press the issue." she said. 

"It’s bands like Comox. 
Qualicum, Campbell River 
that have been getting gov¬ 
ernment money so easily for 
so long that have no desire to 
see the winds of change 
blow." 

"People of these bands are 
afraid to upset anyone in case 
they lose government fund¬ 
ing," she said.

Doctors welcome 
medical faculty 
bid for Victoria 


A medical school situated in 
Victoria could be an "excel¬ 
lent" thing for the' practice 
of medicine in the capital 
city^ays Victoria Medical 
Society president Dr. Alastair 
Bail'd. 

Baird .said Thursday that 
B.C. required 350 new doctors 
a year and that even with the 
University of B.C. doubling its 
medical enrolment (from 80 
tii 160) next year, the prov¬ 
ince would still fall far short 
of that target. 

Although he riidn’1 think the 
province should exclude good 
doctors from outside. Baird 
nevertheless felt, that "British 
Columbians should be doc¬ 
tored by British Columbians." 

He told the Colonist an 
"awful lot of good kids are 
being denied entry to medical 
school" becase "we haven't 
got the places for them.” 

Bail'd said Victoria certain¬ 
ly had the "clinical teaching 
facilities" to go along with the 
school, which could not help 
but be a boost for local medi¬ 
cine. good as it already was. 

Baird’s comments follow 
the announcement by Educa¬ 
tion Minister Pat McGeer 
that (he Socred administra¬ 


tion was considering setting 
up a second medical school 
with the University of Victo¬ 
ria as the likely site. 

McGeer said Victoria is the 
largst metropolitan area in 
Canada without a medical 
school. 

The space prospects for a 
person enrolling in a medical 
program in B.C. were the 
poorest of any province in 
Canada, McGeer said. 

Currently, the only medical 
school in the province is at 
University of British Colum¬ 
bia. 

McGeer announced earlier 
this week the school would 
double its enrolment in the 
fall of 1977. 

Meanwhile. Baird noted 
that setting up a medical 
school was an expensive and 
complicated procedure. 

He said it could be at least 
a decade before the first Vic¬ 
toria-trained doctors would 
appear on the scene since it 
took at least six years to train 
a doctor. 

Baird said that an enrol¬ 
ment of 150 to 160 students 
was ideal. There was ample 
space for a school of that size 
in Victoria.

said "Mr. Wilson and Mr. 
Healey (Chancellor of the Ex¬ 
chequer Denis have broken 
party guidelines and the code 
of conduct which governs ro- 
I a t i o n s between party 
members. 

"They have behaved like 
political thugs." she said in 
an angry letter to Labor 
Party chairman Cledwyn 
Hughes. 

Mrs. Thatcher said in a 
speech at Cambridge, "the 
prime minister is a sorry fig¬ 
ure. heading a disunited and 
discredited cabinet." 

"His is a dying and discre¬ 
dited government.

Syphillis 

organism 

isolated 


MELBOURNE. Fla. (t'PI) 
Scientists at Florida Insti¬ 
tute of Technology have iso¬ 
lated the organism responsi¬ 
ble for syphilis and may be on 
their way to developing a vac¬ 
cine to prevent the veneral 
disease. 

Dr. Ronald Johns, head of 
the research team at the col¬ 
lege’s medical research insti¬ 
tute, said the scientists had 
isolated the syphilis organism 
for the first time. This could 
mean development of a pre¬ 
ventive vaccine in the next 
few years. 

He said the scientists cul¬ 
tured syphilis in test tubes 
and have injected laboratory 
rabbits with a vaccine. 

Jones said a layer of slime, 
which he described as a cap¬ 
sule-like raincoat, covers the 
syphilis organism. He said the 
slime apparently is responsi¬ 
ble for binding the organism 
to the body cells and tissue. 

Jones said the scientists 
could begin testing a vaccine 
on chimpanzees in two years, 
with sufficient funding, and 
begin limited experiments on 
humans in three or four 
years.

Drury handed in his resig¬ 
nation Thursday night follow¬ 
ing a report from the Quebec 
Superior Court which de¬ 
scribed his intervention in the 
case of Andre Ouellet. con¬ 
sumer affairs minister, as 
grave and improper. 


McClelland denies 
hospital budget cut 


Health Minister Robert 
McClelland and regional hos¬ 
pital board chairman Art 
Young clashed Friday over 
whether the region’s hospital 
building budget had been cut 

McClelland insisted that the 
$22.3-million budget had not 
been slashed to 59 million.'Me 
said that only 59 million had 
been approved by his depart¬ 
ment because that was the 
cost of projects already under 
way. 

‘•There Is no ‘way ihe re¬ 
gional hospital district could 
spend 522 million plus this 
year, so we are saving Ihe 


taxpayers money at least 
$100,000 in interest." he said 
"It would be foolish to pay 
that interest on money they 
are not going to spend. There 
have been no cutbacks. We 
have approved what they 
have on.” 

But Young si of fed at 
McClelland’s interest-sav mg 
claim. In projects such as 
hospitals, "nobody borrows 
money until it’s been spent.” 
he said. 

The region needs provincial 
approval of the $22.3-million 
budget so it can continue 
"logical planning.” Young 


McGEER LAUNCHES PROBE 

Are children 
being taught? 


A four-year program to 
check the value of the present 
education system in B.C. has 
been started by Education 
Minister Pat McGeer. 

McGeer said Friday he was 
determined to find out how 
justified was criticism that 
schools were turning out grad¬ 
uates who could not read, 
w rite or epell. 

Phase one of the four-year 
long-range learning assess¬ 
ment plan this year will con¬ 
centrate on "functional skills 
l (reading, mathematics! and 
social studfes-citi/enship.” 

Phase two. 1977-78. will deal 
with functional skills 2 (writ- 
j^ngt and physical sciences. 

Phase three. 1978-79. goes 
back to functional skills 1 
treading, mathi and career 
and occupational develop¬ 
ment. 

Hie final phase, 1979-80. will 
deal with functional skills 2 
(writing! and recreation and 
health education. 

"Schools are increasingly 
heing criticized for failing to 
produce graduates who can 
re id. w rite or spell," McGeer 
said. "Unfortunately we have 
no dependable data in B.C. to 
determine whether this criti¬ 
cism is justified or not 

"I want to know what the 
real facts are. and these can 
only he determined by a pro¬ 
perly-administered program

• A 130-bed extended care 
addition to Glengarry Hospi¬ 
tal for $2.6 million. 

6 Renovations and equip¬ 
ment for Royal .lubilee .and 
Victoria General costing 
about $6 million. 

All the hospital projects are 
related; each project is con¬ 
tingent on ihe others. Young 
explained. 

With the SB-million budget, 
the region could pay the $2 
million already committed to 
projects under way. the $3 
million budgeted for equip¬ 
ment. and then, if it paid $2 
million for the new hospital 
site, there would he nothing 
.left of the budget, he said. 

McClelland’s decision told 
Victorians, in effect, "You’d 
hotter not get sick and if 
you do. you’d better go some¬ 
where else.” Young said. 

The minister called on 
Young Friday, apparently 
upset by Young's angry reac¬ 
tion to the budget cuts. But 
Young said Friday afternoon 
he was standing firm in his 
npitosition to the cuts, and 
that he had not misinterpret¬ 
ed Ihe effect of the cuts. 

John Clark, the region's 
hospital planner, met Friday 
morning with one .of the hospi¬ 
tal planning commission’s ad¬ 
visory committees to work out 
recommendations to takp to 
ihe commission's Wednesday 
meeting. 

He said the committee was 
not sure how to interpret Ihe 
budget cut, hut it hoped the $9 
million did not represent the 
health department's "total 
commitment” to the region. 
"That's the only assumption 
we can work on." he said.

OTTAWA iCPi In future, cabinet ministers will 
not he allowed to communicate directly with nidges 
concerning cases before them. Prime Minister Trudeau 
said Friday. 

The same will apply to quasi-judicial bodies consti¬ 
tuted as courts «»f record .such as the Canadian Trans¬ 
port Commission. Trudeau told the Commons while 
refusing requests for a public inquiry into allegations 
that three of his cabinet ministers attempted to inter¬ 
fere with the Quehec courts. 

The [rime minister said that any future com¬ 
munication with Ihe ludiciary concerning cases before 
them must be made through the minister of justice, his 
authorized officials, or lawyers acting on his behalf. 

Trudeau admitted outside the House that the rules 
lie announced should have been in place and acted upon 
before, but they were unwritten. 


The opposition immediately 
began to call for the resigna¬ 
tion of Ouellet for allcgixll.v 
asking Drury to intervene on 
his behalf. 

Ouellet refused to reply to 
questions about what he had 
said to Drury. He said he 
would not answer questions 
while his conviction for con¬ 
tempt is being appealed. 

Four hours later Trudeau, 
making a statement on the af¬ 
fair. left the Commons in 
stunned and momentary si¬ 
lence as hp refused both the 
inquiry and the resignation. 

Opposition Leader Joe 
Clark said it. was inexcusable 
for Trudeau to refuse to ac¬ 
cept Ihe resignation. It re¬ 
flected on the prime min¬ 
ister’s standards. 

He said it showed that there 
was "a double standard” 
one for the average person 
and another for the cabinet. 

"We intend to continue to 
press with every means at 
our disposal for a full public 
inquiry." said Dark. 

The opposition conceivably 
could hold up the work of Par¬ 
liament to the point where the 
government could not func¬ 
tion. forcing Trudeau to call a 
general election. 

The 36-year-old Clark. Con¬ 
servative leader for less than 
a month, was asked whether 
he was prepared to go thi* 
far. 

"I can't answer at this 
stage,” he replied. "I was 
taken by surprise at both de¬ 
cisions." 

He would discuss it with his 
caucus. Earlier this week, a 
Conservative*! MP had urged 
that Trudeau call a byelection 
in Otlawa-Carleton. a seat lelt 
vacant by the resignation of 
John Turner, on the issue of 
the government's handling of 
the judges affair. 

In the Commons. Clark 
tailed upon New Democrat

A Canadian Coast Guard 
spokesman said the Canfisco 
radioed it had hit a rock in a 
hlinding snowstorm during a 
50-knot gale at 5 a m. Friday, 
and 3hat the crew was climb¬ 
ing on to the rock- 

Because of the poor weather 
a Search and Rescue heli¬ 


copter could not he dis¬ 
patched. but eight other fish¬ 
ing boats in the area immedi¬ 
ately began to search for, the 
Canfisco. 

One of the boats, the Gail 
Bernice, spotted the Canfisco 
and proceeded to rescue the 
six. one of whom was still 
aboard the boat, one ap¬ 
parently Callow - - was adrift 
in the stormy seas, and four 
were on a rocky shore. 


Homer Steven*, president of 
the United Fishermen and Al¬ 
lied Workers Union, noting 
Callow’s death was the second 
of the herring season, said the 
Canfisco was the eighth ship 
to go dow n. 

I^ast season 10 ships and 14 
men were lost.

Canadian research ship res¬ 
cued the 23-man crew of the 
fisheries vessel Cape Freels 
on Friday from the storm- 
tossed Atlantic. 120 miles 
southeast of herf. 

Some of the men were being 
treated for minor injuries re¬ 
ceived when they abandoned 
ihe Cape Freels at 2 am. Fri¬ 
day after reporting that a fire 
had broken out in the engine 
room. 

The men s|>rnl about 15 
hours in three small open life¬ 
boats while gale-force winds 
whipped up heavy seas. 


"There are some cracked 
ribs and some of the men are 
suffering exposure." a search 
and rescue centre spokesman 
said in Halifax. 

Temperatures were below 
freezing throughout the sur¬ 
vivor’s day-long ordeal and 
wind-driven sn »w reduced visi¬ 
bility to half a mile at the 
best of times. 

The Cape Freels and its 
crew drifted about 10 miles 
apart during the day and sci¬ 
entific research ship Hudson, 
which picked lip the men. was 
headed for the abandoned 
ship.

Trendy style of living 
holds costly traps 
for the hasty buyer 


Condo-monium 

It wasn’t so long ago that owners of a Saanich 
condominium learned some harsh lessons about their 
new living style. 

Their experience and those of others should be 
weighed as part of the bargain by home buyers get¬ 
ting their feet wet with a first condominium pur¬ 
chase.

Thousands of condominiums

Saanich officials met Fri¬ 
day morning to discuss a 
serious and growing problem 
in the burgeoning municipal¬ 
ity*. 

If* illegal for builders to 
sell houses and condominiums 
without occupancy certificates 
that signify all inspections 
have been done and ihe whole 
building, from chimneys to 
toilets, approved. 

The problem is getting so 
had that Saanich is sending 10 
to 15 double-registered letters 
a week ordering builders to 
return and re-do work they 
were told was unfit. 

Development engineer John 
Walker said the municipality 
is having to chase builders as 
far as Salmon Arm. 

And he said some of the 
registered letters are even 
being refused. 

"It’s a great headache to 
us. trying to intercept the 
building owner before he 
gives occupancy,” Walker 
said. 

He stressed that buyers of 
either houses or con¬ 
dominiums should demand to 
see occupancy certificates be¬ 
fore buying. 


In Saanich these are blue 
cardboard notices signed and 
dated by the fire chief, medi¬ 
cal officer, plumbing inspec¬ 
tor, structural building in¬ 
spector, inspector of electrical 
energy, public works inspec¬ 
tor and engineer. 

If builders don't have the 
notices, buyers should ask 
their lawyers to Intervene to 
make sure a surety bond is 
lasted that all work will he 
done. 

‘'Before people spend ihe 
biggest money in their life, 
they should spend a couple of 
hundred dollars with a law¬ 
yer.” he said. 

One Saanich condominium 
builder was negligent for so 
long in Ihe past year that Its 
$25,000 letter of credit was 
held by the municipality, cost¬ 
ing heavy bank interest. 

The builder took nine 
months to correct faulty 
sewer connections, damaged 
sidewalks and so forth, but 
had meanwhile sold con¬ 
dominium suites. 

“They don’t refuse to do the 
work. They keep saying 
they'll do it — next week,” 
Walker said. 


several storeys in themselves 
.joined by common grounds — 
are now occupied or on the 
market in Victoria. 

The trend is so popular that 
although 300 units were built, 
in Greater Victoria in 1974, 
and a whopping 1,087 the fol¬ 
lowing year, there are few 
more unsold now than 12 
months ago. according to the 
real estate board. 

Empties do exist, however, 
as realtors’ jargon has it that 
‘‘many units are available.” 
Central Mortgage and Hous¬ 
ing Corporation puts the 
number of new and completed 
empty units at 191 for Victo¬ 
ria, Esquimalt and Saanich in 
February. 

It tends to worry a buyer 
when a condominium lies 
empty for months. But some 
sell slowly despite apparent 
good workmanship as in the 
Lady Alexandra on Bushby 
behind Dallas that was the 
scene of a fire less than a 
week ago. 

Completed in September but 
still empty, the building re¬ 
ceived about $1,000 damage 
after arsonists set a closet 
afire in one suite. Victoria fire 
officials said. Only fireproof 
gypsum hoard stopped the 
fire from spreading. 

A look at the market shows 
that far-flung tales of too 
much construction too fast 
may be truer in larger cities 
such as Vancouver where a 
developer has gone so far as 
to offer buyers full buy-back 
price in a year if they change 
• their minds. 

And a recent report from 
New York said management 
consultants there were des¬ 
perately trying to revive the 
depressed industry, but Victo¬ 
ria shows no signs of that 
need. 

Victoria buyers have been 


in a jumble of different age 
groups with different reasons 
for giving up their houses or 
rented apartments. 

They were retired people 
unable to keep painting and 
cleaning that dear old w*ood- 
frame house, working couples 
simply unwilling to spend 
maintenance time and money 
any more, newly-married peo¬ 
ple whose pennies didn’t add 
up to a house price, or single 
people wanting the .joys of an 
indoor pool.

They are spending from 
about $28,000 to the $160,000 a 
few Laurel Point con¬ 
dominiums are tagged. 

And some are paying for 
extras including common 
lounges, swirlpools, saunas, 
swimming pools * and games 
courts. 

"I like it very much," said 
one in a highrise near Beacon 
Hill Park. "I have no desire 
to cut lawns. And in this 
building I don’t find any loss 
of privacy.” 

But some have encountered 
problems which can be side¬ 
stepped if buyers slow down 
and look before signing, then 
plan when running their new 
homes. 

The Saanich owners who 
learned lessons the hard way 
recently found themselves col¬ 
lectively $6,500 out of pocket 
when their townhouse roof 


leaked badly less than two 
years after construction. 

Normal maintenance 
charges — paid monthly by 
all owners — didn’t come 
close to paying for re-roofing. 

But, like others who -have 
run into the situation, the 
townhouse owners were left, in 
the cold with no legal grounds 
to sue a building company 
that now had no assets. 

It is common for developers 
to form new subsidiary com¬ 
panies for each construction 
job, both for tax purposes and 
to limit their liability for un¬ 
fortunate accidents that hap¬ 
pen. on the job. said Bruce 
McCulloch, council chairman 
of Bickerton Court on Doug¬ 
las. 

The practice is noi looked 
on favorably by everyone, and 
as one lawyer said, "a lot . . . 
form a separate company for 
every different project." 

One 1973 court vase in 
White Rock wojfld have given 
buyers in siirtflar |>ositions a 
legal leg to stand on had it 
not been later reversed in the 
B.C. Court of Appeal, he said 
The city of White Rock had 
first been held liable in a suit 
filed by a grocery store owner 
whose roof had collapsed. 

The Saanich experience 
points up two problems, one 
which needs work at the gov¬ 
ernment level and one which 
can be wiped out with mere 
forethought by owners who 
usually band together in gov¬ 
erning councils such as 
McCulloch’s. 

• Firstly, B.C. has no 
compulsory building warran¬ 
ties on most residences; 

• Condominium owner 
councils too often fail to bud¬ 
get for depreciation when de¬ 
termining maintenance costs; 


Hasty buyers can slip into a 
maze ' of other problems in¬ 
cluding : 

• Condominiums selling 
without occupancy certificates 

a big headache for fast- 
growing Saanich; 

• Buildings with lavish 
extras (and accompanying 
price tags) that buyers don't 
us<*V 

Saanich development engi¬ 
neer John Walker said that 
several times in the past few 
years the municipality has 
had to sue builders who sold 
condominiums Illegally with¬ 
out occupany certificates that 
mean all inspections have 
been done. (See separate 
story.)

Budgeting for depreciation 
is as important as paying for 
daily clean-up said one con¬ 
dominium dweller and former 
vice-president of the Strata 
Corporations Association of 
Victoria. 

All equipment in the build¬ 
ing is owned by people there, 
and eventually has to be re¬ 
placed, Donald Graharp said. 

A lingering apartment men¬ 
tality on the part of some peo¬ 
ple often makes them forget 
they'll have to pay for that el¬ 
evator that breaks down. 

So will they have to pay to 
maintain the common-room 
television that goes on the 


blink, the faulty swirlpool, 
and the vandalized front 

shrubs. 

So monthly maintenance 
should be priced high enough 
for the group to store money 
away. Rates around Victoria 
hover around $40 a month. 

The lack of building war¬ 
ranties is considered a serious 
problem by Strata Corpora¬ 
tions Association rrhmbers 
condominium owners who 
joined voluntarily for their 
common good. 

Year-long warranties are 
now given by contractors in 
HUDAC (Housing and Urban 
Development Association of 
Canada* but a compulsory 
warranty system is being 
looked into by the B.C. g »v- 
ernment. 

"Consideration is being 
given to some kind of a house 
warranty plan for British Co¬ 
lumbia.” George Chattcrton, 
housing department associate 
deputy minister, said in Jan¬ 
uary. 

Chattcrton was writing to 
townhouse resident Les Jones.' 
who is also association pres¬ 
ident. 

Jones feels legislation is 
needed to require builders to 
give substantial warranties, 
and persona] experience has 
only fuelled his desire to 
press for the change. 

HUDAC local secretary- 
treasurer A. S. McNair said 
the group wants its members 
(about 70 per cent of Victoria 
builders) to adopt a five-year 
warranty plan now in the 
making. It would mean a 
builder warranty for the first 
year, with insurance taking 
over after that, he said. 

The owners’ association has 
submitted briefs on the war¬ 
ranty subject to the provincial 


government, but Jones said 
even officials genuinely con¬ 
cerned don’t seem to grasp 
the problems of condominium 
owners. 

For instance, although the 
housing official went out of 
his way to attend an associa¬ 
tion meeting last week, Chat- 
terton suggested there that 
owners support changes to in¬ 
crease the number of rented 
units allowed in con¬ 
dominiums.

"It would put us back to 
square one where we had no 
control over our complex," 
Jones said. 

It would mean owners 
couldn’t vote to decide issues 
involving condominium 
bylaws if more than one- 
quarter of the building suites 
were rented, according to the 
Strata Titles Act. 

And the government doesn't 
think some councils’ systems 
of fining bylaw offenders 
should continue, Jones said. 

“A condominium is like a 
municipality, though. You've 
got to have bylaws,” he 
protested. 

Like others who know first¬ 
hand both the pleasures and 
setbacks of this new style of 
living, he thinks government 
officials and builders alike 
should listen to condominium 
owners. 


But not closing door 

Young‘skeptic’ 
on civic centre 


Victoria won’t be saddled 
with "a white elephant” of a 
civic centre, according to 
Mayor Michael Young. 

But Young, who describes 
himself as a skeptic on a civic 
centre for Victoria, isn’t 
"closing the door” on a resur¬ 
gence of interest in such a 
centre shown in the business 
community. 

Young isn’t taking Issue 
with advantages of such a 
centre for the community as 
put forth by groups such as 
the Greater Victoria Chamber 
of Commerce. 

He just wants to be shown 
the facts and figures on how 
such a centre would be built 
and operated. 

Young said business groups 
say that local businessmen 
would willingly pay a 1-per¬ 
cent higher business tax to 
raise "seed money” for the 
project. 

"I’d like to test the premise 
lhat th£y are willing to pay 
more,” Young said, adding 
that such an increase would 
only amount to about $200,000 
a year which might not even 
cover operating expenses. Al¬ 
though senior levels of gov¬ 
ernment would occasionally 
supply capital for such 
centres, Young said they were 
reluctant to supply operating 
funds. 

After confirmation of a will¬ 
ingness to pay a higher busi¬ 


ness tax.. Young wants de¬ 
tailed proposals for the extent 
and role of the desired centre 
and municipal involvement. 

"I’m extremely cautious,” 
Young told the Colonist Fri¬ 
day night. 

"While elephants existing 
as convention centres are a 
dime a dozen.” 


Reports that foreign fleets 
are fishing inside Canada’s 
12-milc limit on the West 
Coast have been "blown all 
out of proportion,” by Doug 
MacIntyre, supervisor for the 
federal fisheries department 
service in the Queen Charlotte 
Islands, said Friday. 

MacIntyre, in a telephone 
interview with the Colonist, 
said a net-tracking radio 
transmitter found washed up 
on a beach west of Queen 
Charlotte City on Wednesday 
appeared "very rusted” and 
is at least four years old. 

The device is used by 
foreign fishing fleet* and is 
usually attached to nets to 
guide boats back to them at 
night by radio beacon.

A report that officials were 
trying to find a boat which 
had the transmitter was sent 
to Prince Rupert by "some¬ 
one looking for publicity,” 
possibly someone interested 
in getting a Search and Res¬ 
cue centre in the area, MacIn¬ 
tyre said. 

MacIntyre also denied a re¬ 
port that he said the foreign 
fleet, consisting mainly of 
Japanese, Russian and 
Korean ships, had been "su¬ 
spected for some time of com¬ 
ing inside the 12-mile limit." 

The report sparked media 
interest, resulting in tele¬ 
phone call* from newspaper* 
as far aw*ay as Vancouver as 
well a* calls from the CBC, 
MacIntyre said.

Welfare i saving 9 lost to EMI

Three welfare mothers have 
had nervous breakdowns and 
have had to be admitted to 
the Eric Martin Institute be¬ 
cause of the actions of Human 
Resources Minister William 
Vander Zalm. 

Community Action Group 
spokesman Sharon MacBain 
said Friday that the women 
had been getting a special 
$100 a month grant, which 
was cut off by the new min¬ 
ister. 

Whatever kind of saving is 
that? It doesn't even save 
money,” she said. 

"Now they have to pay the 
expense of keeping the 


woman in hospital and her 
kids in foster homes. 

"And that’s not even dis¬ 
cussing what this is doing to 
people.” 

Ms. MacBain said the 
women had been working at 
the Community Action offices 
on the department's incentive 
grant. 

The program was designed 
to pay people while they were 
preparing to get into job 
training. 

"It’s to some extent a ther¬ 
apy program, usually dealing 
with women with children at 
home. 

"These women had had no 
work experience, but they 
wanted to eventually get into 
job training, and irr the mean¬ 
while had a need to do some¬ 


thing worthwhile away from 
the home. 

"They got to meet t>eople, 
and Icam to work with and 
lor people, and on top of that 
they got $100 a month that 
they desperately needed. 

"Now Vander Zalm has cut 
off that incentive program, 
and it was too much for these 
women who were just making 
it before. 

"They simply broke down, 
and had to be hospitalized. 

"That's one terribly cruel 
and expensive way to save 
money.” 

Ms. MacBain said provin¬ 
cial welfare programs ap¬ 
peared to be returning to the 
dark ages of means tests and 
hatred. 


"What this government is 
doing is laying the ground¬ 
work for another Watts 
County riot like they had in 
the States. 

“People will not put up with 
this sort of treatment forever 
without lighting back.” 

The shortage of money 
could also mean an increase 
in crime, she added. 

"When people don’t have 
enough money to allow them 
to eat — when their children 
are hungry — they will do 
anything to get money. 

"The next step, of course is 
prison, with children in foster 
homes — and again that's fi¬ 
nancially expensive, even if 
we set humanity on oe side. 

"Just what do they think 


they are doing to people In 
order to appear to save a few 
dollars?" 

Ms. MacBain had one 
suggestion for the new' Social 
Credit government. 

“Every government 
member, especially the cabi¬ 
net ministers, should come 
and live on welfare for at 
least six months. 

"That means the ministers 
and Ills or her family, so that 
they can find out what life is 
like with no money, no re¬ 
sources, no programs, and no 
hope. 

"Maybe after that they 
could go back and start think¬ 
ing about which programs 
could be cut.” 




Teachers to hear 


Half-fare half-saved? 


about cutbacks 

Greater Victoria teachers will meet Wednesday 
lo hear about the implications of Education Minister 
Pat McGeer’s latest statements on cutting back 
school boai'd budgets. 

The Greater Victoria Teachers Association, 
which represents 1,420 teachers, will hold a meeting 
at Oak Bay junior high school starting at 8 p.m. 

They will hear Stan Evans, an official of the 
B.C. Teachers Federation, explain the ramifications 
of the proposed cutbacks. 

McGeer threatened to force boards to cut back 
10 per cent in their budgets and Bill Broadley, BCTF 
president and former Victorian, reacted by saying 
that a 25-per-cent reduction in services could result 
from the move, including layoffs of between 6,000 
and 7,000 teachers in B.C. 


The mystery of the half-fare 
for Indians continued, to elude 
the Canadian Transport Com¬ 
mission Friday, although 
there was a hint from an un¬ 
expected source that the mat¬ 
ter may be cleared up by next 
week. 

Victoria lawyer Lawrence 
Fast emerged as a surprise 
expert of sorts, possibly able 
to answer a question that has 
proved too much for all others 
what is the origin of the 
half-fare for Indians on the 
Esquimau and Nanaimo Rail¬ 
way? 

The half-fare arrangement, 
was mentioned by two Indian 
witnesses when the CTC 
began it* Victoria hearing 
Monday into CP Rail’s appli¬ 
cation to end K & N passen¬ 
ger service on Vancouver Is¬ 
land. 


The matter bothered hear¬ 
ing chairman D. H. Jones, 
who recalled that the answer 
had eluded everyone at a sim¬ 
ilar application hearing in 
Victoria in 1970. 

On Friday CP counsel Nor¬ 
man Mullins admitted defeat, 
even though he seemed to be 
the man with the right con¬ 
nections to find the answer. 
Until recently he was em¬ 
ployed by the federal justice 
department and he told Jones 
he made use of his Ottawa 
contacts jn this case. 

As a matter of fact, he put 
a tracer through CP Rail 
headquarters in Montreal and 
the Indian Affairs department 
in Ottawa. There was an ex¬ 
change of telex messages. But 
everyone struck out. 


Enter lawyer Fast, who has 
been appearing as counsel for 
the owichan Valley Region 
Board. 

He mentioned quietly that 
he was interested in such 
matter* — in fact, had stud¬ 
ied the native question and 
was ose of the editors of the 
second volume of Native 
Rights in Canada. 

Fast said the native people 
had repeatedly requested tree 
passage on trains at the time 
ihe Canadian West was being 
opened up. But they’d always 
been turned down. 

Like the Indians who tes¬ 
tified Monday, he felt the 
half-fare might have com* 
about as a partial payment 
for turning lands over to rail¬ 
way companies.

Where did they all coma 
from? Some of the presenta¬ 
tions — the Academy Awards, 
the Tony Awards and a few 
others — have been around for 
years and would continue even 
without television coverage.

ABC actually commissioned 
development of the American 
Music Awards and the Comedy 
awards. The People's Choice 
Awards and the Rock Music 
Awards — which hasn't been 
scheduled yet this year — were 
brought separately to CBS by 
independent producers.

Doesn't that seem unusual? 

"Not at all, because I'm in 
the television business,” 
answers Clark.

To 
have a banquet in New York 
for 10 people and say here are 
the results of this poll wouldn't 
serve a very big purpose." 


Award shows make good 
television, in other words. 

"I think there are two 
reasons." says Edwin Vane, 
national program director for 
ABC Entertainment. “One. It's 
a competition, and that makes 
for good television; and two. it 


attracts the major stars, and 
star-watching has always beeir 
a great pastime of tha 
American people. 

“Now you combine that with 
some entertainment and com¬ 
edy and the program figures to 
by very popular.”

Isn't usually much type-casting 
available. 

But Ray Bolger lucked out. 

Scarecrows were suddenly at 
a premium when MGM began 
casting for The Wizard of Oz. 
the 1939 motion picture that 
was destined to become a clas¬ 
sic and that launched a 
relatively unknown youngster 
named Judy Garland on The 
Yellow Brick Road to stardom. 

The durable fantasy, starring 
Bolger as the Scarecrow In 
search of a brain, with Miss 
Garland, Jack Haley, Bert 
Lahr and Prank Morgan as his 
compatriots in the mythical 
land of Oz, will be rebroadcast 
as a special Sunday, March 14 
(7:00-9:00 p.m.) on the CBS 
Television Network. 

The equally durable Bolger 
(who, at 72, remains an in¬ 
defatigable headliner) still 
considers The Wizard of Oz a 
singular high point In his long 
and illustrious career. 

"It is a self-renewing hit," be 
says of the classic film. "It has 
been seen over and over again 
through the years, and with 
each showing it picks up a new 
audience. Kids whose parents 
were small children when the 
movie was first released and 
whose grandparents and great- 
grandparents were enthralled 
with the story when it was 
published in book form, are 
‘discovering’ the wonderful 
world of Oz for the first time.” 

Bolger gives full credit for 
the property's longevity to 
"Oz" author L. Prank Baum, 
whose original story was 
printed in 1100. 

The basic philosophies 
behind Baum's Wizard of Oz 
reflect human values that have 
never changed and will never 
change, Bolger believes. 

"The Tin Woodsman who 
yearns for a heart, the 
Scarecrow who quests for a 
brain, the Lion who seeks 
courage — they are all of us

Decline of the Three R's 


Education is in a state of 
crisis. This is the finding of A 
W5 Inquiry (Sunday at 10 p.m. 
on Channel 8), into our schools, 
colleges and universities where 
disturbing numbers of students 
say they are not getting the 
quality of education that 
society appears to demand. 
Much of it has to do with the 
multiplicity of Bystems In 
Canada, the failure to define 
objectives with clarity and the 
scarcity of universal standards 
within the various jurisdic¬ 
tions. 

The Inquiry taiit found that 
schools have been subjected to 
widespread experimentation in 


curricula, teaching methods 
and the general approach to 
learning. 

"There's confusion at all 
levels," said Associate 
Producer Jeff Fry, "over what 
the schools are supposed to be 
doing for students. Some 
educators feel that students 
should merely be exposed to as 
many learning experiences as 
possible Others are coming 
back to the insistence on basic 
skills." 

The confusion is showing up 
among the students. Many feel 
they have been short-changed 
by the permissive philosophy of 
education that swept the 


country in the 1960s and 1970s. 
Most point to declining com¬ 
petency in the three R's and to 
lack of continuity in the cur¬ 
riculum. A W5 Inquiry spoke to 
students who are begging for 
more direction, skilled 
guidance and tougher chal¬ 
lenges. 

"Universities are blaming 
high schools." said Pry. “High 
schools are blaming elemen- 
high schools," said Fry. “High 
general tendency for ail the in¬ 
stitutions to blame home en¬ 
vironment.” 


Original research has been 
conducted for the Inquiry unit 
to indicate the extent of public 
concern over education and to 
get an idea of where the system 
is failing.

Women Gold Medal Winners, 
ths third episode in the Olym¬ 
piad series, will be aired 
March 16 at 9 p.m on the CTV 
Television Network 
Although the modem Olym¬ 
pics were revived in 1896. 
women were not allowed to 
enter competition. It was not 
until the 1912 Stockholm Olym¬ 
pic Games that women were, 
for the first time, allowed to 
compete in swimming and ten¬ 
nis events. In this Olympiad 42 
women entered swimming and 
15 competed In tennis Fanny 
Durack set a new world record 
In the 100-metre freestyle race 
and became the first woman to 
win an Olympic gold medal. 

In 1922 women held their own 
track and field competition, 
"The Women's World Games,” 
following a refusal to par¬ 
ticipate in the 1924 Olympics. 
Women from five countries 
competed in 11 events Six 
years later the Olympic com¬ 
mittee reversed their decision 
and at the ninth Olympiad in 
Amsterdam women were ad¬ 
mitted to track and field gym¬ 
nastics. 

The first event, the 100-metre, 
ended in a virtual tie for three 
women and after minutes of 
discussion officials awarded 
the gold medal to Elizabeth 
Robinson of the United States. 
Canadians Fanny Rosenfeld 
and Ethel Smith were given the 
same time as the winner, but 
had lost the honor of being the 
first woman to win an Olympic 
track and field championship 
In 1932 Mildred "Babe'’ 
Didrickson was the name on 
everyone's lips. Previous to the 
1932 Los Angeles Olympic 
Games she had established 
herself first in basketball, and 


then as a winner In the broad 
jump, shot putt, high jump and 
javelin. Olympic rules permit¬ 
ted females to participate in 
only three events. In her first 
two events, the javelin and the 
80-metre hurdles, she es¬ 
tablished new Olympic 
records. She and her team¬ 
mate, Jean Shiley, shattered 
the existing high jump record. 
However, because she went 
over the bar head first Babe 
had to settle for a silver medal. 
Following Olympic competi¬ 
tion Babe became a golfer, 
winning all the world's major 
tournaments. Babe Didrickson 
is recognized as the greatest 
all-round woman athlete of our 
time. 

Eleanor Holm, after winning 
the gold medal for her 
backstroke performance in the 
1932 Olympics, was ths 
favorite to win In 1936. 
However, Avery Brundagc 
suspended her while she was en 
route to Berlin, for drinking 
aboard ship. It was another 
American, Marjorie Gestring 
at the age of 13 years and l 
months, who won the golc 
medal. 

Not until after the Second 
World War was the 14th Olym¬ 
piad held. The 30-year-old 
Dutch-born Fanny Blankers- 
Ko'en became the oldest 
woman athlete to compete in 
the 1948 London Olympic 
Games. Entered in the 100- 
metre, 200-metre, 80-metre 
hurdles and 400-metre relay, 
Fanny returned home to a 
hero's welcome, the winner of 
four gold medals. Today, Fan¬ 
ny is the only woman in track 
and field history to have won 
four gold medals in one Olym¬ 
pic competition. 

Melbourne, 1966, Australian 
Shirley Strickland won the 80- 
metre hurdles and became the 
first woman to win successive 
gold medals in the same event. 
Another Australian, Betty 
Cuthbert, won both the 100- 
metre and 200-metre runs, to 
repeat what had been done In

For the first time in 1960 
hundreds of millions of people 
were able to enjoy the spec¬ 
tacle of the 1960 Rome Olympic 
Games when over 100 networks 
were granted television rights 
to broadcast the Games. 

In the women's athletic 
events, the U S. won only three 
gold medals, all of them by 
Wilma Rudolph, a 20-year-old 
black athlete known as the 
"Black Gazelle " A polio vic¬ 
tim in childhood, Wilma at the 
age of 10 was unable to walk 
without braces. Her record 


time la the 100-metre was not 
recorded because she achieved 
it with the help of a strong 
wind. 

Micheline Ostermeyer is one 
of Europe’s renowned concert 
pianists. In 1948, nexfto Fanny 
Blankers-Koen, she was the 
most outstanding competitor in 
the 1948 Olympic Games, win¬ 
ning gold medals in the shot 
putt and discus and a bronze 
medal in the high jump. Miche¬ 
line continued to compete in 
national competition for two 
year* after the Olympics and 
then returned to the concert 
stages of the world. 


In Mexico, 1968, Wyomia 
Tyus won the 100-metre dash, 
fulfilling a commitment she 
had made ia Tokyo to be the 
first athlete, male or female, 
to win consecutive gold medals 
in the 100 metres. 

In 1964 the game of volleyball 
was introduced into the Olym¬ 
pic Games. Although it began 
in the United States, the 
world's greatest volleyball 
teams have come from the 
Soviet Union and Japan. These 
two teams have won every gold 
medal contested in Olympic 
competition. A women's team, 
the Kaizuka Amazons, were 


chosen to represent Japan In 
preparation for the 1964 cham¬ 
pionship their coach set up a 
training program which defied 
the imagination and to many 
was an insult to human dignity 
with its militaristic roles. To 
those who could survivn, he 
promised an Olympic gold 
medal Both Russia and Japan 
were undefeated, but in the 
final round Japan won three 
straight games. 

Who can say whether the vic¬ 
tory returned to them any part 
of what they gave? They are 
Olympic champions. They en¬ 
dured and they won.

(WP) — What were 
Laveme and Shirley” laughing 
at recently? Get this — a man 
dressed only in his underwear 
walked unexpectedly into a 
room of mixed company. In 
1959. Re-enacting a stunt from 
four years earlier. 

This may not sound like the 
freshest act in town, but don't 
tell ABC. Laveme and Shirley, 
which first appeared on ABC, 
Jan 27 (and is on every Tues¬ 
day at 8:30, Channel 4), is the 
quickest television hit since 
1968 

"Faster than an Olympic 
skier,” gasped the ad in 
Variety. "Able to leap over 
comedies, dramas and detec¬ 
tive thrillers in a single bound. 
Look! Up in the ratings! It’s no 
bird. It's no plane. It’s . . 
Number 1 'Laverne and 
Shirley.’ " 

Half of the American televi¬ 
sion sets that were turned on 
(35 per cent of all American 
television sets) were turned to 
Laverne and Shirley on Jan. 27. 
Its ratings led the list of prime 
time programs that week. 

Laveme and Shirley dropped 
to fourth place the following 
week, and skeptics predicted 
lurther decline the third week 
For Fonzie — a popular 
character from Happy Days, 
the new show's parent — would 
disappear from Laverne and 
Shirley for the first time. 

No sweat, as Fonzie might 
say. The ratings for Laveme 


and Shirley again led the pack. 
After four episodes, the new 
show's average rating was 30.9, 
its average share 45 

That means about 50 million 
people are watching a series 
about the spunky young women 
who work in a brewery and 
manage to have a barrel of fun 
on and off the job as they face 
life in Milwaukee in the 1950s," 
in the words of an ABC presi 
release. 

What’s going on? Archie 
Bunker, Lucy, Mary Richards 
and the Happy Days gang are 
getting together 

"It seems to be time fob blue- 
collar comedy,” says Garry 
Marshall, chief writer for 
Laverne and Shirley and ex¬ 
ecutive producer of it and Hap¬ 
py Days with Thomas L. Miller 
and Edward K. Milkis Archie 
Bunker works on a loading 
dock, and a rash of blue-collar 
comedies, often ethnic, have 
followed in his name. So 
Laverne and Shirley work in a 
brewery (Marshall considered 
an ad agency but says "I 
couldn't find the humor in it"). 
And their families are Italian 
and Irish, respectively. 

"1 feel the country misses 
Lucy very badly,” adds 
Marshall So Laverne and 
Shirley get Involved in Lucyish 
situations. But since the advent 
of Mary Richards, it’s not cool 
for women on television to rely 
on a Desi to untangle their 
problems. So Laveme and 
Shirley are single, live

together without men and rely 
on each other 

They do all this in 1959. 
Which Is where Happy Days, 
from which Laverne and 
Shirley was spun off, comes in. 

Happy Days is back in the 
'50s too, but the resemblance is 
more superficial than it looks. 
Laverne and Shirley were 
minor characters on Happy 
Days three times. They had 
only been on the show once 
when the decision was made to 
spin them off. 

ABC programming cnief 
Fred Silverman wanted a Hap¬ 
py Days spinoff, asked for Fon¬ 
zie, got Laveme and Shirley 
and approved their show on the 
basis of a 10-minute tape of 
Penny Marshall (Laverne and 
Cindy Williams (Shirley) chat¬ 
ting. 


The actresses hadn't worked- 
together before Happy Days, 
and weren't sure they wanted 
Laverne and Shirley. Two 
shows were being developed 
for Penny Marshall, who made 
her name on Garry Marshall's 
The Odd Couple and the Paul 
Sand series Williams was aim¬ 
ing for a film career, rather 
successfully (American Graf¬ 
fiti, Travels With My Aunt, The 
Conversation). 

The birth of Laverne and 
Shirley was a sudden decision, 
not the inevitable product of 
Happy Days, which is oriented 
around the suburbs, the high 
school, the family. Laverne 
and Shirley is in "A not-so-nice 
part of Milwaukee,” says Gar¬ 
ry Marshall. Its characters are 
three years out of high school 
and look older (Penny Marshall 


is 32, Williams Is 28). Their 
parents are widowed or 
divorced. 

"Laverne and Shirley is 
much hipper than Happy 
Days,” says Garry Marshall. 
"They don't hang out at the 
malt shop. And the pizza Place 
(which Laveme’s father owns) 
is full of servicemen and 
hard hats." There's even going 
to be a strike at the brewery. 

Currently, Laverne and 
Shirley are much hipper than 
ABC, too. The network censors 
"don't like girls talking about 
sex,” says Penny Marshall. A 
discussion of "putting out" was 
replaced with talk of “petting" 
and being "very . . friendly." 
A reference to "walt-for-the- 
wedding-night Feeney" will 
probably have to go. "What 
could be cleaner than that?" 
asks Williams. 


Penny Marshall points to the 
same problem in costuming. “I 
thought we should wear black 
neckerchiefs, tight pants and 
have our hair in rollers most ol 
the time," she says. "But ABC 
wants two nice girls and the 
ability to say "Oh my, look at 
the situation they get in hie 
week ' ” 

Neither star lived a life like 
Laveme's or Shirley's. The 
closest they’ve come to blue- 
collar work is a stint as a 
waitress on the graveyard shift 
for Williams and work as a 
department store clerk for 
Marshall. And they were a lit¬ 
tle young to appreciate the bo’s 
youth culture. 

Despite the trappings from 
television comedy of the '70s, 
though, Laveme and Shirley is 
rooted in a much earlier style. 
The stars know it and enjoy it.

A sign above the counter of a 
Boston gun store bears a quota¬ 
tion fron the U S. Constitution: 
“A well regulated militia, be¬ 
ing necessary to the security of 
a free State the right of the 
people to keep and bear arms 
shall not be infringed”. Most 
Canadians are all too aware of 
the violence which pervades

no legitimate reason to own a 
handgun . ..

observer tells Maclear. "He 
flow of handguns from loose 
states to tight states is tremen¬

'Rita Joe'Author Profiled 
In Weekly CBC Radio Series 


The first in a series of CBC 
Radio programs dealing with 
playwrights in the contem¬ 
porary Canadian theatre, 
devised by drama critic and 
editor Peter Hay. chronicles 
the harsh and unpoetic circum¬ 
stances which have moulded 
George Ryga Into one of the 
leading dramatic poets in the 
literature of English Canada. 
This 90-minute profile. A Long 
Day's Journey into Light, will 
be aired on CBC Tuesday 
Night. March 16 at 8:03 p.m. 
(on CBC-FM's Encore, Sat., 
March 20 at 4:03 p.m ). 

Ryga s 20-year career has 
spanned poetry, song, novels, 
TV and radio, documentaries, 
screenplays and the stage, all 
accompanied by fierce con¬ 
troversy among the critics, the 
public, the press and even in 
the House of Commons. He is 
still banned from the Van¬ 
couver Playhouse, which he 


helped to fame in the '60s. fol¬ 
lowing the commissioning and 
rejection of Captives of the 
Faceless Drummer. 

Half the program la com¬ 
posed of first-person accounts 
by Ryga of his childhood on a 
farm in northern Alberta, the 
marginal existence of his 
Ukrainian parents and the peo¬ 
ple around him,his meagre for¬ 
mal education, the shaping of 
his sensibilities in literature 
and his political views. 

The rest is devoted to ex¬ 
cerpts from his major plays. 
The Ecstacy of Rita Joe, Cap¬ 
tives of the Faceless Drum¬ 
mer, Sunrise on Sarah, Grass 
and Wild Strawberries, and his 
latest, Paracelsus.

Trial Runs of a Writer 


However much one may admire the evocative power ot 
the printed word, there la one thine 11 (imply cannot do. It 
cannot reproduce sound. Oh, a writer can always bash about 
In an onomatopoeic frenzy of hooka, quacks, tinkles and 
booms. He can describe a specific Impact on the air waves 
until purple ink flows from his ears. But be cannot, try as he 
may, transform a printed approximation into an audible 
reality. 

Ordinarily, the reader is perfectly happy with this im¬ 
perfect arrangement After all, if it’s mere sound he's after, 
he can easily satisfy a week’s requirements by spending ten 
minutes in a room with a stereo set and a teen-ager who’s not 
wearing earphones 

Very occasionally, however, a book will come along 
which virtually cries out for genuine sound accompaniment 
McClelland and Stewart decided they had such a book in 
Margaret Laurence's novel The Diviners, which was issued 
to reviewers along with a tt-rpm recording of songs com¬ 
posed by its balladeer hero and Ms daughter. They were well 
done in a deceptively artless sort of way, and caught the 
spirit of the book so well that they became' an important link 
between the reader and Margaret Laurence's story 

Now a new book from Macmillan, for all of its wealth of 
wit and wisdom, has left me heartily wishing for sound ac¬ 
companiment "Thia is James M. Minifie, specking from 
Washington” — remember that famous voice enunciating 
(James M. Minifie did not "apeak," he enunciated) that 
famous line? How I wish Expatriate, the second and last 
volume of Minifie s memoirs, could enunciate as well! 

Expatriate takes up the Minifie story where 
Homesteader, his account of his prairie boyhood in 
Saskatchewan, leaves off. Expatriate chronicles Mtntfie's 
years as a Rhodes scholar at Oxford, his short-lived and live¬ 
ly spell as a European tour conductor, and his career, both 
as a foreign correspondent and aa a deskman. with the New 
York Herald-Tribune. We follow Minifie to Paris in 1M0; to 
Barcelona. Madrid and Guernica in ltM, followed by three 
years in Mussolini’s Rome; and to London In 1M0 until the 
loss of an eye during the blitz brought him back to New York 
just in time for Pearl Harbor. 

In 1M2 Minifie left the Tribune and Joined the Office of 
Strategic Services, Psychological Warfare Branch ("a bowl 
of the oddest fish I have ever seen assembled in one con¬ 
tainer"), which brought him to Sicily, Naples, Rome and 
Salzburg by IMS At this point Minifie, who was now 45, suf¬ 
fered a severe heart attack and returned to the Washington 
bureau of the Tribune From 1963 until his retirement to Vic¬ 
toria in IMS, he worked as full-time Washington correspon¬ 
dent for the CBC, bringing a characteristic note of sanity to 
the reporting of news from the eras of Truman, McCarthy, 
Eisenhower, Kennedy and Johnson. 

In W74 James M Minifie died, leaving Ms memoirs com¬ 
pleted to IMS The result is Expatriate, a 212-page collection 
of fact and informed opinion spanning M years. 

Minifie's life was so full that compressing 10 years of it 
Into 212 pages is s considerable feat in itself. He writes In a 
tight, densely-populated prose that demands close attention 
from Ms reader, and he has small apace to spare for the 
details of Ms non-professional life. Consequently the reader 
is inordinately curious to know what became of the first Mrs. 
Minifie, who disappears from Ms pages without a trace. For 
that matter, all personal relationships are minimized in Ex¬ 
patriate. unlike Homesteader, M which they take pride of 
place. This would be a serious liability M almost any other 
memoir. 

Expatriate, however. Is too full for aa to quibble lory 
over what is left out Minifie's first-person encounters with 
file great are hugely fascinating, as are his afterthoughts 
"1 repealed with J.F.K. the mistake I bad made with F.D.R. 
and Truman, that of idolizing Mm. so I was Mind to Ms faults, 
which might have been disastrous for Ms great office had he 
lived, for he was arrogant, tyrannical, and ruthless " 
Minifie's many adventures included being captured by 
"Franco's Moorish auxiliaries," aa interview with Mus¬ 
solini, s hair-raising ride on an ancient destroyer on convoy 
duty (it ran Mto an "unidentified floating object" which 
turned out to be the Isle of Man), and n narrow escape at 
Pompeii, where Mt. Vesuvius was hurling out "socoriae the 
size of cowpats" and lava galore: “I had no mind to be a 
celebrity to be viewed for a dime." 

Expatriate will amply repay the serious reader I en¬ 
joyed it, both for what M contains and for what It recalls But 
I would have enjoyed it still more If somehow it had managed 
to contain a sample recording which began, "This is James 
M. Minifie, speaking from Washington " 

EXPATRIATE, by Jamoo M Minifie Macmillan, $11.95.

The magnificent, two-volume 
biography of Virginia Woolf by 
her nephew, Quentin Bell, fol¬ 
lowing on the diary entries 
edited by her husband, Leonard 
Woolf,are, It turns out, only the 
beginning to an understanding 
of the finest woman writer of 
all time. 

Much more insight lies ahead 
with the promised publication 
of her complete diaries, cur¬ 
rently In the process of being 
edited by Olivier Bell, and now 
we have the first of no less than 
six volumes of Virginia Woolf’s 
letters, edited by the well- 
known English biographer, 
Nigel Nlcolaon, assisted by Dr. 
Joanne Tautmana, an 
American professor and 
specialist In Virginia Woolf's 
life and her writings. 

Die question will naturally 
arise: Is there a danger M 
penetrating too deeply Into the 
private, often tortured, world 
of a writer whose works of art 
remain monuments to beauty, 
clarity, brilliance and 
humanity? 

The first volume of her let¬ 
ters. covering the eerly period 
until her 10th yeer when she 
married Leonard, is particular¬ 
ly vulnerable to that fear. 
Virginia's earlier letters ware 
sometimes cloyingiy girlish — 
often they were to Ape, Toad, 
Billy Goat, Sparrow and other 
friends and relatives so 
nicknamed — and they brim 
with idle goaslp, mock flirta¬ 
tions, whimsical weather 
reports, personal and 
precocious observations of peo¬ 
ple we'll never know, oc¬ 
casionally the babblings of a 
compulsive letter-writer who 
was more prolific than she 
might have beea ia the 
knowledge that these, someday 
— more than SO years after her 
death by suicide, as a matter of 
fact — would be resurrected for 
public view There are. as it 
happens, (St letters In this 
volume alone, though she had 
yet to publish her first novel. 
The Voyage Out. 

Yet Virginia Woolf, like other 
writers of genious, could hardly 
scribble a laundry list without 
making tt eminently readable 
and, too. it’s evident that, with 
few exceptions, these letters 
are trial runs for the ideas and 
the distinctive style that were 
bar’s alone. 

Aa such, whether simply 
amusing or with her slowly- 
emerging gift for the profound, 
they offer a revealing look at 
the doubts, the searching, the 
originality that have made her 
novels as powerful today as 
they were when first 
published. 

Any assiduous reading 
between the lines reveals that 
side of Virginia Woolf’s 
character that sometimes ob¬ 
scures the master of her craft. 
The reader will find here, for 
example, the evidence of her 
intense relationsMp with older 
women, notably Violet 
Dickinson, her senior by 17 
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VIRGINIA WOOLF... a private world 


years, to whom most of these 
letters are directed; her 
boredom with most men and 
her status as a determined 
virgin when she married 
Leonard ("He interests me im¬ 
mensely, besides all the 
net”); and. too. the evidence 
of those bouts of Insanity that 
were to plague all her days and 
M the end. to take her life 
But the Virginia Woolf that 
emerges In this first volume is 
more often the ebullient, teas¬ 
ing. warm-hearted child and 
young woman who escapes 
from her shyness with words 
and thoughts, whose imagina¬ 


tion soared so often on wings of 
fantasy and whose life was 
motivated by a need to give and 
receive affection. 

Nlcolson, M an eloquent In¬ 
troduction, describes her 
letter-writing compunction aa 
"a light kiss, e paper dart tos¬ 
sed in a friend's direction to be 
thrown away or playfully 
returned.” 

Many of these letters — and 
they begin when she was six — 
reveal the great natural talent 
of a descriptive writer. Thus, 
long before her work was put 
between covers, she could

record a meeting with the stut¬ 
tering Henry Jamee that could 
hardly be more cruelly exact: 
"Henry James fixed me with 
his staring blank eye — it is like 
a child's marble — and said 
‘My dear Virginia, they tell 
me— they tell me — they tell 
me — that YOU — as Indeed be¬ 
ing your father's daughter nay 
your grandfather's grandchild 

— the descendant I may say of 
a century — of a century — of 
quill pens and ink — Ink — ink 
pots, yea, yes, yes, they tell me 

— ahm um — that you, that 
you, that you write In short." 

Even in her darker moods of 
the mental break-down that 
made so much of her life the 
life of an invalid, she wrote 
with admirable sensitivity 
Thus, confined to a mental 
home, she could explain to a 
friend. "I have been in the gar¬ 
den for two hours and feel quite 
normal. 1 feel my brain like a 
pear to see if it's ripe; it will be 
exquisite by September." 
Nlcolson. himself, pondering 
her phrase. "We laughed till 
the spiders waltzed in the cor¬ 
ners and were strangled In their 
own webs." wonders of It is 
madness or genius that has 
created the fantasy 

Her own key to the beauty 
and timelessness of these let¬ 
ters came when she wrote, "I 
like thoughts in a letter, not 
facts alone," Again, to another 
friend, she reflected. "A true 
letter should be a film of wax 
pressed close to the graving in 
the mind" and "The way to get 
life into letters la to be in¬ 
terested in other people " 

These are truisims. too. of 
the novels that lay ahead and it 
seems clear that many of her 
enduring achievements began 
in such simple, experimental 
writing. That alone makes this 
volume and the five to come 
nothing less than literary 
treasures.

Stewart is a CBC backstage 
veteran who writes 
authoritatively and in¬ 
terestingly about his topic, 
which really is A Partly Pic¬ 
torial and Mostly Verbal 
History of Pre-Rock Radio ia 
Eastern Canada. 

He left out such western 
stalwarts as newscaster Earle 
(Mr. Good Evening) Kelly and 
the builder of the first western 
Canadian newsroom and plan¬ 
ner of Canadian Press radio 
news.

Barnouw is a dramatic arts

In 1934, when he was 41, Arnold Toynbee 
decided to distil his learning in a monumental 
work grandly titled A Study of History. His 
publishers, delighted with the idea, rashly in¬ 
cluded in their contract a promise to publish 
any further book he chose to write. 

Twenty-seven years later, Toynbee 
produced the 12th and final volume of his 
Study, and as he was then 72 his publishers 
must have felt they were home free. To their 
dismay they were to discover that his 
prolificity Increased with age and that his 
future work was filled with prophecies of 
doom 'and became increasingly unsalable. 
There was a palpable sigh of relief emitted by 
these long-suffering publishers when Toynbee 
laid down his quill just before he died last Oc¬ 
tober at the age of 86. 

Almost to the very end, Toynbee churned 
out books and long-winded essays on the same 
theme: each and every current event lent 
emphasis to his belief we were witnessing the 
decay of Western civilization. His sense of 
doom was undoubtedly correct but a litany 
requires responses and there were none. 
Anyway, if Ihe public had heeded his warn¬ 
ings it would have demolished his thesis! 

Toynbee's mantle has been inherited by 
Robert Nisbet.who embellishes the theme in 
Twilight of Authority. Comparisons are 
odious so let me state at once that Professor 
Nisbet, unlike the later Toynbee, Is never 
despairful and that he cloaks his considerable 
learning in vibrant prose that rivets the 
reader s attention. 

Nisbet argues that modern liberal 
democracy is not to be spared the kind of ero¬ 
sion and decay that both Plato and Aristotle 
declared endemic in all forms of state. 

He maintains that the political community 
In the contemporary West has broken down, 
that the erosion of patriotism, the decline ol 
political Ideology, and the moribundity of 
political parties form the background for the 
eruption of executive power. 

This is not, of course, an original argu¬

ment (see Toynbee and others) but Nisbet 
brings a fresh view and trenchant attitude to 
this vitally important topic. His argument Is 
so cogent that to read this book is to be reluc¬ 
tantly convinced that ire are living In a 
twilight age where ire are witnessing • 
political and cultural crisis similar to that 
preceding the fall of Rome. 

The parallels are obvious to anyone well 
versed in history — when they are intelligent¬ 
ly brought to our attention. The trouble Is 
most of us prefer the ostrich-like tendency of 
refusing to relate present to past. Nisbet's 
salutary contribution is to compel us to face 
reality. 

After reading the first few pages of 
Twilight of Authority 1 started to make notes 
with a view to quoting selected bridge pas¬ 
sages to convey a general Idea of Nisbet's 
total thesis. I gave this up when I found that 
his material was so valuable 1 wanted to 
quote from nearly every page. 

After mentioning the growing Interest of 
modem youth in communes and other world¬ 
ly, often irratlonalist faiths, he reminds us. In 
the space of only two pages, of the breakdown 


of the Alexandrian Empire In ancient Greece 
which was associated with precisely the 
same tendencies. And that Christianity took 
hold in circumstances of extraordinary 
political strain in the Mediterranean world. 
The rise of monasticism In the Benedictine 
movement dates from the sixth century when 
St. Benedict and others taw no hope in the es¬ 
tablished political order of Rome. 

These and other facts stress the correla¬ 
tion between alienation of individual loyalties 
from dominant political institutions and the 
rise of new forms of community which are 
renunciations of and challenges to political 
Institutions. 

The pattern (with war punctuating each 
phase) has been feudalism, followed by 
religious dominance, followed by absolute 
monarchism, followed by revolution, fol¬ 
lowed by state control (democratic 
royalism), followed by attenuated feudalism 
and again religious dominance. 

Today, Nisbet shows, we are approaching 
the end of a state control phase I with the ad¬ 
ded complication of absolute monarchies in 
the form of multinational corporations). 
Napoleon, he reminds us. actually en¬ 


couraged obscenity and pornography (the 
circus syndrome) to take people's minds off 
his Increasing demands for obeisance to the 
state. The same thing is happening today 
Elsewhere in the book Nisbet shows how 
traditional Institutions have failed to exert 
their accustomed restraints; individualism 
has degenerated into egoism, historic culture 
has been degraded, and so the young and 
educated are progressively alienated 

The danger, Nisbet stresses, is that along 
with the decline of polity and the social bond 
Is the rising power of the military. War 
society is replacing traditional, liberal 
society, and many are becoming attracted to 
centralized, collectivized powers that go with 
war and the military. 

Twilight of Authority Is essentially a 
doomsday book, despite the lengthy con¬ 
cluding chapter in which Nisbet suggests 
ways of offsetting the tides of erosion and 
breakdown — by decentralizing power, 
ending the tyranny of bureaucracy, returning 
to private initiative in family, neighborhood 
and village settings (the reversal of tho 
Rousseau-Bentham Marx system) and. sur¬ 
prisingly for an American, by restoring 
honon and ranks. 

He makes a plausible case for turning the 
tide but one senses that he knows full well 
he'll have as much success as did Canute 
Twilight of Authority is not an academic 
treatise (there is no index and only one foot¬ 
note) and is certainly not a difficult book to 
read. But one has to concentrate and fre¬ 
quently re-read passages to gain their full Im¬ 
port. 

It Is a most important book, closely 
reasoned and incisively written, and I strong¬ 
ly urge you to read it because, if for no other 
reason. Nisbet brings intellectual substance 
and vigor to a vital discussion that has long 
lacked both qualities. -

The Darkening Fire is much 
more handsomely produced 
than the earlier Selected 
Poems 1945-68, but essentially 
this Is the same book, if you 
have the earlier "Selected'' it 
Is not likely you will want to 
pay two dollars more, even 
with that superb lion-haired 
portrait of Layton on the cover. 

The Darkening Fire, of 
course, does have some other 
differences. Curiously, this is a 
"Less Selective Layton" than 
the earlier edition. It has 45 
more poems. This does give a 
slightly larger idea of Layton's 
scope, but mostly 1 find, to his 
detriment. Surely his recent 
massive Collected Poems 
would serve those who want to 
approach the "larger" Lavton. 

I find myself unable to come 
to terms with a man as prolific 
as Layton (over 20 volumes) 
who has such varied levels of 


excellence. He Is a man of 
great energy and enthusiasm 
whose enormous talent is 
camouflaged in the debris of 
average work. The major 
problem Is not that Layton's 
work does not stand up to other 
poets’, but that Layton Is his 
own fiercest competition His 
best poems decimate the lesser 
poems that are packed around 
them. 

It comes down to what a 
"selected poems" should be 
Usually and hopefully, it is a 
presentation of the very best 
and strongest poems of a 
writer's career It seems a 
shame that this view has not 
been taken here. If one volume 
of less than 100 pages were 
selected from Layton’s work 
from 1945 to 1975, I believe it 
would do Layton's reputation 
immeasurable good, and the 
poems themselves would be un¬ 
assailable. 


They Shared to Survive Is yet 
another sympathetic and well- 
intended view of the native 
peoples of Canada that 
manages to be both naive and 
pretentious at once. Like so 
many similar books, It draws » 
superficial and romanticized 
portrait of the many Indian 
cultures of this nation. 

Selwyn Dewdney Is un¬ 
doubtedly a man who has tried 
to tell it the way be sees It, but 
what he sees is no surprise to 
anyone. Illustrated like a 
children's book about noble 
savages, it indulges in many 
over-simplified, seml- 
anthropological generaliza¬ 
tions. It is a harmless enough 
book, but disappointing in its 
predictability. Its greatest In¬ 
sight seems to be the reduction 
of perhaps ten thousand years 
of Indian culture to the single 
aphorism: They Shared to Sur¬ 
vive land let that be a lesson to 
us.) 

The White Man's Laws and 
Prison of Grass are two books 
which approach the same 
problem in opposite ways. The 
first is written and Illustrated 
by the Alberta Metis Associa¬ 
tion. and the second by Dr. 
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Howard Adams, past president 
of the Saskatchewan Metis 
Society. Both are written with 
clarity of purpose and un¬ 
mistakable directness. 

The White Man’s Law is a 
simple book with simple aims 
It was designed to instruct 
native Indian and Metis people 
In a mildly entertaining man¬ 
ner on the "white" legal 
system. It also gives some 
sense of the historical events 
that lead to the imposition of 
this system on the native pop¬ 
ulation. It makes no pretense 
that the law is right, but rather 
that it must be known in order 
to be dealt with. The book ac¬ 
complishes its aims with 
cartoon-like paintings and a 
simple story line; and with this 
child-like presentation proves 
to be far more sophisticated 
than They Shared to Survive 

Prison of Grass also deals 
with Indian and Metis civil 
rights and the historical evolu¬ 
tion of their current status, but 
the approach is a scholarly one. 
It should be read as a cor¬ 
rective measure in every 


school that teaches the history 
of Western Canada. An 
amazingly good book, It is well 
researched and demonstrates 
that the native people are now 
well aware of the injustices im¬ 
posed on them, maintained by 
a totally one-sided, racist view 
of this country's "official 
history." 

Sub-titled Canada from the 
Native Point of View and 


dedicated to ihe author s great 
grandfather "Maxime Lepine, 
a guerrilla warrior who 
sacrificed his life in the struggle 
against imperialism," this 
book is unapologetically biased 
in its perspective. Adams has a 
strong personal investment In 
the political stance of this 
book. An angry man who is ex¬ 
tremely articulate about hig 
anger, he presents an 
avalanche of historical and 
contemporary justification for 
it.
